Foz the firſt, J would haue 
it a lex ground, with high rydges and derpe furrowes, and 
if it may be, full ol great Pole-hils : that your Foales by 
ſcoping æ galloping thereon , ſhall be bꝛought to ſuch nim- 
bleneſſe, ſtrength, and true foofemanſhippe, that they ſhall 
not only haue a moſt excellent bzane trotte, but alſo during 


tbey2 lpues, (not being ſtrapned too young) the yſhalbe fre 


from that foule vice of ſtumbling. 

Thys ground J wiſh ſhould lye open of the Caſt , that 
the moꝛning Sunne map riſe thereon, which doth not ones 
lie reuine and bꝛing a luſt to pour Foales, but alſo addes 
ſuch a ſtrength to theyꝛ backes, and kitha firme knitting 
of they; iopnts, that they ſhall be moꝛe ready foz the River 
at thꝛet veres old, then others (b2edde contrarily) at ſixe. 
Noz the watring place in thys Cloſe, I would haue it ſome 
Pond, which is fedde eyther by ſome frelh ſpzing, o2 ſome 
running Riuer , ſo as pour ferice ſtande betweene the Ri- 
ner and vour Mares: my reaſon is, betauſe it is the na⸗ 
ture and pꝛoperty of Mares, is touet to loale evtherin the 
water, os as nere as they can poſſibly gette. 


Foz ſhelter in thys plate, J would haue none bete tden 


the 02dinary fencing which compaſſeth the grounde , foz to 
haue other were but needleſſe, becauſe by experience J haue 
found it, that thoſe Foales which haue falne in March, and 
haue benemoft weather-beaten, haue pzonedalwaies the 
largeſt e ſtouteſt in the Ryders handling. And ius much 
fo; that part otground where J wold haue Mares fo foale 
in. How foz the ſetond, where J would haue your Mares 
and Foales wintered,J would haue the ſituation ok it in all 
things like the firit, onely the watring place there, J would 
haue ſome freſh Niuer it it might be conuentently, ag well 
foz the purenes 4 feundnes ofthe water; as alio toꝛ ſaving 
the anopance of Ite, which is perilous fo the legs cFioynts 
of young Foales. Fopyour cholter in that plate, J woulde

end of it, woulde J haue epther a cloſe houell oz houſe built 
with Kacke and Manger: whereto in the winter they may 
at they2 willes repayze and find both Bay and garbivge, 
the doꝛe being alwapes open to paſſe in and out at. 

Laſtly, foz the firtilnelſe of the ſople, J woulde haue it a 
ritch black moulde, ſo it be not fozced by mannure, foz 3 
allure you by pꝛoofe, it is befter to bzcede of a barrapne 
ſtonie grounde, then of ſuch a ground that is mannured 
euery peere, fo the graſſe thereof is neyther ſauerie no2 
whollome.

When pou haue therefaꝛe pour groundes ſeuerez and 
died as J haue befoze witten, it then reſteth that you ſack 
it with Martes, which foz che ir Arapne, coitour and comely 
chape, will be p2ofitable to bzeede bpon, Thepz ſtrapnes, 
by which J meane thepꝛ kindes oz generations, J woulde 
haue froin a platae Engliſh bzeede of the Dam⸗ſide, thepꝛ 
Diers being either Neapolitan Courſers, Spaniſh Fenets, 
Lurkes, oz: Barbaries: the nature and pꝛopertie of all 
which Hoꝛſes, Griſon hath wait effeduallv. 

Jeoz the colours of pour Mares, woulde haue them 
epther bzoune daple bapes, fapze daple grapes, oz bzpght 
whpte lpards: foz thepz ſhapes thus, of ſtature tall, but 
not monſtrons, a fierie eye, a ſmall heade, a little care, a 
firme mane, a ſtrong thinne creſt, a long necke, a bigge 
ſquare bzeſt, a bꝛoade backe, a flatte legge, a ſtraight fote, 
and a hollow hoofe : to which when pou haue attained, it 
ſhall then reff that you chuſe a Stallion to watch the beauty 
and goodnes of your Mares in choyce of which, if J differ 
from ather Mlaiters, make it no wonder, but pardon me as 
well to wꝛite min? experience as they theyz iudgements: 
tb J ban made pꝛoofe, and ſeene p2ofe of all thoſe Stalli- 
ons they wꝛite of, pet finde them nothing ſo ſitte as another 
Pozſe, which in our Enguſh Authoꝛs is obſcured, 


Paiſter Blundauell, in his third Chapter where he coms 


pareth rares together, aduiſeth him that ſhoulde bꝛeede a 
ſtrong Hoꝛſe fo2 ſeruice, to choſe foʒ Stallion, epther a Ne- 
apolitan Courfer, a High Almaine, a Hungarian, a Flaun⸗ 
ders, oꝛ à Frieſland: fo: the firſt being a Courſer, J allow 
him as a moſt ſinguler Yozſe to bꝛœd on, fo2 the leconde the 
Almaine, 3 diſalow him as vufit, foz hee is grofly made of 
nature. ſlotyłul vanimble,cowardlp, and ſo intollerable a 
burthen to himſelfe that hee is moze ready in a charge fo 
ſtand Mill tuen trotte. Jo the Hungarian, J like him not 
taz a Stallion hee hath: fo manp badde ſhapes, as a great 
bead;anarrownolfretl,afmall paſerne a ful hoole, an emp⸗ 
tie belly, a pynne buttocke, anda long lanke boͤdie. 

n AZ Foz 
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Foz the Flaunders and Frieſland, they be ofal þ wozft, 
they be thicke, chub · headed, hollow eyed, long backt, flatte 
butfockt, weake ioynted, eſpeciallp in the paſterns, alwaies 
ready to tyꝛe in a miles riding - and ſo rough hapꝛd about 
the fetlockes, that to mend their other defo2mities, in ſpite 
of the beſtkeepers, they will neuer be without the paynes 
and ſcratches, 

Alſo, Maiſter Blundauill aduiſeth him that will bꝛerde 
Amblers, fo chuſe foz Stallion a Jenet of Spaine, oz an 
Irilh Pobbte : and foz hym that will bz&eve Runners, a 
Barbarie oz a Turke. Df theſe J well allow, foz they bie 
good, albeit the Jenet is not ſo fitte fo2 that purpoſe : foz 


though he be of high pꝛide and comely ſhape, yet be theyz 


paces weake and vncertaine, eſpecially they ambles, in 
which they alwaies waue to and fro, carrying their bodies 
vncertainly. 

Nowe to come to the true Stallion, who foz his bzaue 
frotte,and pure vertue of valure inthe ficlde,is a ſtaine to 
all other Yozſes ; whoſe comelie and eaſie ample, may be 
an eternall inſtruction to all Aldermens Hacknepes, howe 
to rocke theyz Maiſters into a ſound ſleepe, whoſe wonders 
full ſpede both in ſhozt and long courſes, may make our 
Engliſh Pꝛickers hold their beſt runners but Waffles, who 
by nature hath all things perfec, nothing defectiue : him A 
hold a fitte Stallion to bꝛeede on, and a fitte beaſt foz bys 
Maiſter to hazard his life. on, and thys is onely the Cour⸗ 
ſer of Arabia. A Courſer 4 tearme him, becauſe once hap⸗ 
pening on an olde wziting ofa Buncks, wꝛitten in parche⸗ 
ment, about the meeting of Achilles and Hector, wit that 
Achilles rode on an Arabian Courſer. 


Thys Yozſe of Arabia, is of a reaſonable ſtature, ney⸗ 
ther to hie noz to lowe, but vpꝛigbt and cleane faſhioned, 
bys head is (mall, leane and lender, hys noſtrell (if he bee 
angred) wonderfull wide; hys eyes like fire, readie to leape 
oat of hys heade, hys cares ſharpe, ſmall, ans ſome-what 
_ bys chaule thinne and wide, hys thꝛopell large, bes 


. neclis 
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and trayning vp of Horſes. 

necke long. bys creſt high, thinne and fir me, his back ſhozt, 
bys chyne a handful! bꝛoade and moꝛe, hys buttocke long, 
bp2tgbt and cleane, the ſterne of hys taple, wel nie ſo mal! 
as à mans finger, but in ſtrength beyond any other Boꝛſe, 
the hayze thereon ſo thinne as is pollible: hys legges are 
ſmall and cleane, hauing no hapꝛe on his ketlocke, his body 
flender and rounde ; in bꝛeefe, his cote in generall is ſo fine, 
that it is not poſſible almoſt in any parte of him. but bis 
mane and taple, to catch holde to pull of one bayze. Toe 
coliour of that Arabian which J haue ſæene, and which is 
euen now vnder mine hands, is a moſt delicate bay, whom 
if yon view in the Sunne, vou will indge him evther like 
changeable Satinc oz cloth of Gold. 

-Thys Arabian is of nature milde and gentle to hrs 
Ryder and Ree per, but to ſtrangers moſt cruell : they will 
byte like Maſtifes, ik pou offer to ſtrike them, they will 
runne open mouthed at you like a dogge, and the moze vou 
ſtrike, the moze they will byte, they feare nothing, the night 
and day is with them all one: and as thoſe Gentlemen re⸗ 
post that haue trauailed in thoſe.Countreyes „ they ozdina⸗ 
rilpleue till fifty and thzeeſcoze yeeres. - 

: Thys Yozſe foz a Stallion is pcerelefſe, fo; bee hath in 
him the puritie and vertue of all other Yozſes . They be ſo 
excellent fo trauaile , that thys Arabian (of which J haue 
the ryding) beeing trauaild from a parte of Arabia called 
Angelica to Conſtantinople, andfrom thence to the higher⸗ 
moſt partes of Germame by lande, and ſo by Sea to 
Englande, yet was hee ſo couragious andlyuely , (haning 
no _ on his backe) that by no meanes he coulde bee 
ruled. 

Yauing gotten pour felfe a Stallion of thys Coun⸗ 
frey,being young and luſtie, which commonlie are the beſt, 
oz lo want ofſuch , (becauſe they bee rare,) one of thoſe 


which J haue befoze mencioned, J woulde wiſhe you thus 


to bꝛeede, in the Poneth of March oz Apzill, oz from midde 
March till midde Pay following ; foz befoze and after thoſe 
times, 
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tymes doe not allow the couering of Mares. Che Boone 
bauing newly changed, and finding pour Mare rea die foz 
the Hoꝛſe, which you ſhall know by her running to and fro, 
and by her pꝛide, 92 els by pꝛouing her with ſome badde 
ſtond Jade, J would haue you bꝛing her in an euening into 
ſome emptie Barne oz waſt houſe, and then pour Mozſe, 
hauing bene in the ſctle a weeke at leaſt, put him to her, and 
let hym abide with her all night, and in the moꝛning when 
the Sunne is vp take him from her, and feede him weil ep⸗ 
ther with Bꝛead oz Datcs , and at night put him to her as 
gaine in like manner, and thus do fo2 thzee oz foure dapes 
together, pꝛouided alwaies that you kepe pour Mare du⸗ 
ring that time from any meate, vnleſſe it be a handfull oz 
two ok new mowne graſſe once a dap, but in any caſe no 
water at all: and in thys ozder would J haue pou one alter 
one, (ſo there be between cucry one thꝛe da pes at the leaſt) 
couer all your Mares, and you ſhall finde no way moze eas 
ſie, ſurer, no: ſafer. . 

It may ſeeme in me a poynt ot no leſſe abſur dity then 
arrogancie, to ſette downe this peremptozy reſolution, of 
couering of Mares, when Xenophon, Vegetiut, Griſon 
and all our Engliſh wꝛiters, haue concluded and ſet aowne 
pꝛecepts fo2 the couer ing of Mares to be abꝛoade, and that 
the Stallion ſhould run with them in open places, to which 
opinion J am cleane opoſite . It therefoze my reaſons and 
pzactiſe ſhall be found in equall ballance with theyz fozmer 
indgements, J doubt not but the cenſures of the wiſer, will 
allow me, though the ignoꝛant carpe at my waptings. 

My firſt reaſon therfoze is, that that Yozſe which tan be 
kept within the bounds ofa Pale, Reale , oz quick⸗ſette 
hedge, bauing a fapae p:oſpec & liberty tolake ouer them, 
him I ſayisnot wozthy to be bzed of, fo2 it dwth not ſhowe 
that he is of a gentle o2 good diſpoſition , but of a fearefull, 
bull, heauy and weake nature: neither can hee be a true As 
rabian Neapolitan, no2 of any good ſtrapne, foz noYozſs 
of good courage (much moze they) will be kept but within 
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and trayning vp of Horſes. 


fome walles, ouer which they can by no meanes looke, and 
euery one that wil endenovr bimſelfe to bꝛa de a gov hoꝛſe, 
cannot haue a wald ground, but were it (0 that every one 


had a wald ground, yet ſhall yon finde many inconucniens 


ces. Firſt, (foz J have noted it) many peres if your Mares 
be in lufk 02 pꝛide, pon ſhall be in venture to haue neuer a 
Colt⸗foale, fo2 your Yo2ſe being hote and at liberty, in two 
oz thꝛee ot᷑ the firſt dapes hee will ſo diſoꝛderly ſpende him⸗ 
ſelle, both on the Pares and fo want of ſoode, (foz a Stal⸗ 
lion will neuer eate much amongſt Mares) that beeing 
weake & the Mares in pꝛide they will be ſo much to ſtrong 
foʒ him in conception, that you ſhall bzed only fillies. 
Againe, running amongſt pour Mares, ſome will bee 
ready, ſome vnready,in ſo much, that the Hoꝛſe being cou⸗ 


ragious, hee will couer the ready Mare ſo oft, that thoſe 


Which will be ready to be ſerued after, ſhall epther not hold 


at all, oz els bzing fozth weake and vncomly Foales. Allo 


it is the nature and p;operty of the Arabians and Peapo⸗ 


litans, to be ſo extreame furious t hote of the Mares, that 


if they be at thepz owne liberties, thep will neuer leaue cos 
uering till they haue kild themſelues, and then in tyme of 
ſeruice Call the want of ſuch a Hoꝛſe be found: as J coulde 


ewa number ok inſtances were it not needleſſe. To reme⸗ 


dy with auopante and loſſe, and to be ſure of as god o2 ras 


ther better Coltes; J wih pon onely to vle the way befoze 


diſcribed. 
Pour Mares being thus conered, J woulde haue por 
take a dilligent regard, that in the Monthes of September 


_andDteober,, they map by no meanes be chaſed no2 ſtirred, 


fo; then are their Foales pzincipally in knitting, in ſo much 
that any ſmall ſtraine will make them ſhut and call they; 
Foales, which is very dangerous. Alſo haue regard that in 
thoſe Monethes no ſfond Jades may come at your Mares, 
foz they will by nature couet the Yozſe , but ifthey take 
hint, thy will pzeſentiy caſt they? Foales: and thus n 
N couering of your _ 
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It ſhabnow therfoze be expedient to treat ſome what tou⸗ 
ching the bzinging vp of pour foales and weaning the, Afs 
ter your Mares haue foaled, J wold haue you let them run 
in ſome freſh paſture, that thereby they may haue ſtoze of 
milk, to keepe your foales in luſt and pꝛide, and in no cafe to 
take pour foales from them fo2 the ſpace of a peere, but let 
them continually run with theyz Dams, vnleſſe it be ſome 
baggage foale that is not wo2zth any thing, foz the weaning 
of them as ſome do at Martilmas oz Chꝛiſtmas, is ſuch a 


wealicning and plucking back of their ſtrength e groweth, 
that they hardly reconer it in two peeres after, as J haue 


found often by pzofe. Beſides, the weaning of them ſo ear⸗ 
ly, and fozcing them to liue eyther of Pay o2 graſſe, which 
at that time is but vnſanery fogge ,- filles them ſo full of 
cold humo2s thzough their raw dilgeſtion, that they cannot 
but be incident both to the ſtrangle, the wo2mes,the great 
inflamations in their heads,wherof they commonly dy,vn- 
leſſe they haue pꝛeſent remedy: fo2 if they haue but graſſe to 
feꝛde on whe the daies andnightes are ſharpe t᷑ ſtoꝛmm, they 
being weake and tender, will rather pine then graſſe, in ſo⸗ 
much that foz want offode they fall a wap, and ſo beeing1 in 
pouerty, are ſnbiect to enerydiſeaſe. 

But ſome wil ſay, when the wether is ſharp they may be 
fotherd with Yay. J anſwer,that theyz teꝛth (being tender) 
wil be ſo ſet on edge, that they can by no meancs:endiire fo 
eate hay,eſpectaily ſo much as (hal ſuffice nature: but were 
it ſo as they were able, vet is it ſo dy a fwd of it ſelfe, that it 
peeldes but ſmall nutriment to a foale of halfe a peere olde. 
Where, to the contrarp, going with they2 Dams, e hauing 
ſuch ſhelter made as alozeſaid, their fod wil be fo wholſom, 
being fo2 the moſt part milke, as neither the toldnes of the 
graſſe, no2 dꝛines of the hay, of both which they will ſome - 
times fede, ſhalbe any anopance to them, but rather ſerne 
as phiſick helps to kcep th? ſound, and withall, vou ſhal haue 
this cammoditp, the ſucking of pour foales ſo long, wil keep 
your $ares (0 bare and low of fle ſh, that when time of pere 


comes, 
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and trayning vp of Horſes. 


comes , they will be ſo fitte and apt to receiue the Stallion, 
as you can any waies deuiſe oz wich, wheras if their foales 
be dzawne from them, and they thenſelues haue libertie to 
fæde without epther trauell oꝛ working, they will grow ſo 


grole, that by reaſon ofthey2 extreame fatnes, the Patrixe 


oz place of conception will be ſo ſtraitned, that they will ey- 
ther not at all holde to the Yozſe , oz holding, bzing foozth 
but ſmall foales. And thus much haue J thought god to 
wWatfe, as touching your grounds to bzeede on, the choyſe of 
your Mares and Stallion, the oꝛdering of them both, and 
tbe bꝛinging vp of your young Foales. Foz other thinges 
which J baue omitted, as touching the ſpeciall markes of 
Yozſes, they2 complexion and colours, thepꝛ ſundzy kinds, 
their natures e diſpoſitions, Jrefer you to Grifon oz Blun- 
dewlL who of thoſe things baue wait ſufficiently. _ 

It reſteth therefoꝛe that J ſpeake as fouching the wea⸗ 
ning of your Foales, which J woulde wiſhe in this oꝛder. 
Pour. Foales hauing run with your Mares the ſpace of a 
peere, oz within a Poneth, in ſo much that they are readie 
to foale againe; J would wiſh you to dꝛaw them from their 
Dams, and lock them in ſome cloſe houſe foz a night: then 
in the mozning to take them, and to giue each of them two 
02 thꝛe lippes of Sauen, and ſo to let them reſt two oz thꝛce 
boures after: this Sauen is a moſt ſoueraigne Pedicine 
foz the woꝛmes, which will be moſt aboundant in young 
Foales, inſomuch that il they baue not pꝛeſent remedie vp⸗ 
pon the firſt dꝛawing from their Dammes, they will many 
times ſuddainly dꝛop away and die. 

Mauing thus doone , J would haue you fo put them in

alwaies, that they bee neither within the ſight oz hearing

This done, let him be ſette vp in 
the ſtable, and pull off vis chaſe haulter foꝛ feare of galiing 
his head to much, and put on a flatte toller of double Leas 
ther. Let his Koper be alwaies trifling and doing ſome⸗ 
what about him, epther rubbing oz clawing him in one 
place 02 other where he ſhall ſind him moſt tickliſh oz dain⸗ 
tie: (fill giuing hum kinde woꝛds, as ho bop, ha boy,oz holla 
loue, ſo my nagge, and ſuch like tearmes, till he haue won 
him to his will that hee. will ſuffer him to dꝛeſſe him: take 
vppe his legges and picke him in euerp place: pꝛouided al⸗ 
waies, (and let both his Rider andReeper hold it as an eſs 
peciall rule of god hozſmanſhip.) neuer to do any thing as 
baut a Colte, epther ſudvainly, haſtily, oz rudely ; but come 
to him ſoftiy , do euery thing about him leplurelp, and be 
taratull nat to fright him with ſo much as an euill woꝛde: 
foz whe vnſailfull Hoꝛſmen wil come ts their Yozies with 
ſuddaine motions, and violent furies, that makes Hoꝛſes 
learne to ſtrike, to byte, to ſtarte at the ſaddle, to refuſe the 
hzidle, ana to finde boggards at mens faces. Therefoꝛe let 
all things be done with lenitie and diſtrenon, and pet not 
ſo voyde of coꝛredion, but that u hee be a ubburne Jude; 
which thzough will e churlichnes will wiehſrande hys Rys 
der, you may with a ſharp rodvecozree him: making him 
as well underſtand when bee offendeth 3 as when ber _w_

When your Colti is thus in the a mabe ande, ge

he will be curried, rubd, pickt, cold, clothed, ſcopt, ſhodde, 
and ledde vp and downe, eyther to the water oz from the 
water, all which a vainfull man will eaſily perfoꝛme in one 
Moneth, then would J haue a ſaddle bꝛought to him, in the 
gentleſt manner that may be. Jirſt let him ſmell to it, then 
let it rubbe his ſhoulder, then his ſide , then his buttocke, 
and ſo by degrees ſet it on his backe, not failing to ſet it on 
and take it off many times ere you let it reſt : alwaies che⸗ 
riching him. 

hen it is ſo ſeated on his backe, then let one on the 
further ſide of the Yozſe deliver you the garthes, and gy2de 
it on ſirſt ſo ſlacke as he may ſcarce fele them, then by little

Being thus mounted + well placed, let his Beeper offer

. Being ſeated in pour Saddle as is befoze: wiencioned, 
fake the rayne of pour bꝛidle and folde the one fide ouer the 
other, making each ſide both of an euen length, e ſo ſhozt, 
that you may haue the Colts bead at commandement; then 
lay on both your hands; the one a handfall diſtant from 
other, and da nat dꝛa m your hands to the Saddle pomel 
03 plucke them clole in to your bode, but place them-over

further, wwe w both the vſe ofthe hande in the art backing 
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the midſt of his creſt, pulling bis head ſtill vpwarde and a- 
loft, not dꝛa wing it in as to bzing him to an vnifozmitte of 
rapne, fo2 that ſhal be but a marring of his mouth, andthe 
firſt rule to bꝛing a comelp foꝛe⸗hand to an cuill ſhow: but 
as J ſaid, lift your hands ſft'l vpwarde, ſuffering them al⸗ 
waies to goe and come with eaſie motions, onelp to thys 
end, that you may gather vppe his necke to the vitermoſt 
height, that arte oꝛ nature wil by any mcancs ſuffer it. 

Nowe foꝛaſmuch as loine Yozles, haue naturallie ſuch 
god foꝛe⸗hands and ſuch comelie rapnes, that the Ryder 
nedcth little labour and leſſe arte, as-fo2 example, hee that 
bath a long arge vpꝛight necke, a wide chaule and a dain⸗ 
tie mouth otherſome lo imperfectly framde by nature, that 
though the Upder vle extreame induſtry and much arte, pet 
if he haue not the very ground and abſo ute knowledge cf 
hoꝛſemanſhip, he ſhall neuer bzing him to ſtaiednes, comli⸗ 
neſſe 02 good ſhow, as thoſe which be ſhozt neckt, narrowe 
chauld, thicke headed, and deade mouthed. And ſith theſe 
contraries, muſt haue contrary meanes to bzing them to 
theyꝛ perfections, becauſe lenitp to him that is dul and lubs 
berne, will from a little, bꝛing him to iuſt nothing doing, 
and cruelty to him that is free, apt and couragious, is the 
die way not onelp to marre him, but alſo to kill him: and 
becauſe the onely arte of ryding, conſiſteth in the making of 
a comelp, ſtaied, and well faſhiond rapne, J will here ſet 
downe the manner, howe they ought both kindes of them 
to be trapned and taught, dꝛawing all the natures, diſpoſi⸗ 
tions and vmoꝛs of Hoꝛſes, into theſe two heades oz bzan⸗ 
ches, Dulneſſe and Freenes.

Hauing backt pour Yozſe as is befoꝛe pꝛeſcrihed, and made 
him to receiue pou off and on at your pleaſure, which may 
be done in a dap oꝛ two, then enter into the na{ure and dil⸗ 
poſition of the Hoꝛſe, (Which who fo cannot finde, let hym 
nepther pꝛofeſſe noꝛ expect to be a Boꝛſeman.) then finding 
him to be of nature dull and vatowarde , neyther apt to 
pꝛoude pace no2 rapne, in any caſe neyther offer Lim leſſon 
no2 Ring, but being mounted on his backe, and having 
paulde & ſetled pour (cle, thꝛuſt him out into a god round 
t:oite, the length of twentie oz fozty icoze, all the way with 
your hands wozking vp his heade aloft :and then offer to 
ſtoppe him, by dꝛawing tn your hand inoze firme and hard 
then you were wont in the wozking vppe of his heade, at 
which ik he offer to thꝛuſt downe his head, and will not tay, 
thꝛuſt him foz ward as farre againe, and then offer him the 
ffoppe, pꝛouided alwates you kepe him in a ſwift trotte, 
in which ik he pzoue llothfull, as no doubt but he will, then 
reuiue hym with a ſharpe rodde, with your vopce, and with 
the ierting of your legges and bodie foꝛz ward at once. 

IAtkat the ſecond offer, he refuſe to yeld in his heade 02

pleaſure. Jt may be the firſt day you trot him foꝛth, you ſhal 
finde him of ſuch a gentle mouth, that at the firſt pꝛoffer hee 
will ffop, pet couet to haue his head betweene his legs, and 
trot but ſlouenl and lie a Jade: which ifhe do, the looke 
what trauell J pꝛeſcribed you fo2 the ſtop , implop the ſelle 
ſame,onely to the rayſing vp of his head, to the bzinging of 
him tolightnes , to a fapꝛe trotte and fozwardneſle of way, 
which no meane that euer J tryed oz ſaw, wil ſo ſone bzing 
to paſle as thys. 

When pou haue bzought bim fo this perfection that 
he will yeld to your hand, carry his heade aloft, and trotte 
fozth both lightly and freely: then ſhall you endeuour ha⸗ 
ning goften bis necke to his vttermoſt height,) to bꝛing 
downe his noſe and muſſell, that it may reſt vpon his thꝛo⸗ 
pell, and ſo baue a perfect, ſtaied and gallant rapne, which

Jn this manner would J hane peu foz foure 
o2 fine daies to pꝛadiſe your Hoꝛzſe, not ſuffeiing him to 
trot 02 gallop, but onely to pace, to ſtop. and gee backe, has 
ning alwaies a ſpcciall regarde to ktepe your Partingate 
ſtiffe, that by little and little pou map win in his head, tyil 
you haue it in that place you deſire, where when it is, then 
ſtap, and in any caſe dzawe your Partingale no ſtraigh⸗ 
ter. 

Nowe when by this your krauaile, pou haue brought 
your Yozſe that he will willingly pace this Ring, 4 make 
his change within, on both hands without compulſion, the 
may you well aduenture to trotte him in the ſame, making 
him de it with ſpirite and nimblenes : pꝛouided alwates 
that ik you find him vnwilling to make his changes on both 
hands within the Ning, and that he rather touets to mone 
his necke and heade then his body, all which ſhoulde goe 
euen, & cqually together, then make pour changes in this 
manner. 

When vou would haue him turne on pour right hand, 
dꝛaw your left rayne ſtraight, and ſo hold it, then mooning 
gently your right hand rayne, lay the calue of your left leg 
cloſe to his ſive, # with vour rod on his left ſhoulder, make 
him come in on your right hand as your ſelfe would, and ſo 
likewiſe foz your left hande vie the like contrary meanes, 
which when you haue found by experience to pzenaile, and 
that by this meanes and exertiſe, he will both pace and trot 
this King with god courage, (which you muſt cheefely re⸗ 
ſpect,) and that he wil make his top cloſe and well, and at 
the motion of your handeretire , which in one Monethes 
pzactiſe (at the moſt) you may at eaſe perfoꝛme, then ſhall 
191 be _—_— you teach him to galloppe the fame Ning in 
this (02k. 

Firſt when yau come into the fielde, as J haue befoze 
pꝛeſcribed, gently pace him about your King, that he may 
thereby know about what hee goeth , then put him to hes 
trotte, and fozce him to trotte it wy great life, ſill thꝛu⸗ 


ſting 
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ffing him fozward with pour feete and bodp, till yon make 
him gallop, then having gallopt a ſtroke oz two, dzawe in 
pour hand, and make him but frotte againe: then hauing 
trotted a while, make him gal:op ſomewhat moꝛe then he 
did befoze, and then trotte, and thus increaſe pour gallop 
by little and little, as firſt a ſfroke oz two, then halfe the 
Ring, then thꝛee parts, and at length all the Ring reunde 
about, but by no mcancs foz a dap oz two let him galloppe 
your changes. 

And note heere, that although J ſette you downe this 
abzupt manner ot beginning to gallop, pet neuertgeleſſe, in 
this as in the reſt, you muſt obſerne your thꝛe times on a 
hand, as to pace once about, to trotte once, and gallop once, 
oz to pace the one halfe of the Ring, trotte the other, gallop 
an other, and then pace againe, as your owne diſcretion 
a'l moue you, till pou finde in your Yozle (though thys 
maner of inſtruction) ſuch a readines, that but mouing eys 
ther your legge, body, rodde 02 voice, he will infkantly take 
his galloppe : Which being percetued, as no doubt but you 
ſhall within thze oz foure dates ryding, then may you take 
this ozder. 

When you begin in the moꝛning, firſt pace him thzice 
about pour Ring on your right hand, and then changing do 
as much on your left hand, thenchange againe, and trotte 
thꝛiſe on your right hand, and thziſe on your left, then gal- 
lop thꝛice on por right hand, thzice on pour left, andthzice 
on your right hand againe, then gallop ſtraight foꝛth / right 
fozty yardes oz moze, and there, by dzawing vour hand 
euen, firme, and atleyſure, make him ſtoppe and ſtand ſtil 
a while, then put him backe two oz thze paces, and let him 
ſtande ſfill without mwuing foza good ſpace, neyther doe 
you pour ſelfe epther ſtirre your legges 02 bodie, but onelp 
With your hand, voyce, and the bigge ende of your rodde, 
clawe him and make much of him, thereby to encourage 
bim in bis well doing: And after this ſoꝛte and manner 
(as Jhane here pzeſcribed) woulde J haue you m—_— 
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him fo2 thzce werkes oꝛ a Moneth, if you finde him dull o: 
vntowarde. 
Now, foz that ſund2y obſcruations are to be obſcrued 


in this leſſon, J will ſo karre digreſſe from my purpoſe, as 


firſt to let you vnderſtand them. Note therefo2e that in this 
leſſon as in all other, you muſt. haue an eſpeciall regard that 
your Yozſe carry a gallant rayne, his head round and lofty, 
without eyther thꝛuſting his noſe out like a Pygge, 02 puts 
ting his heade betweene bis legges like a ſearefull Beare⸗ 
whelpe, which vou ſhall not bꝛing to paſſe by hating oꝛ pul⸗ 
ling at his month, but by keeping his Martingale ſtiffe, and 
by feeding his mouth with a gentle hand, p alwa ies comes 
and goes with werte motions. Note that when you gals 
lop bim on your right hande, if hee cyther come not in ſo 
round as you would haue him, oz if hee thꝛowe his hinder 
parts out of the Ring, as many Yozſes will, that then you 
co2rect him, by beating him on the flancke on the lefte ſide; 
with the in ſide of pour lelt legge, which ik it pꝛeuaile not, 
then with your ſpurre ſfrike him, and with pour rod on his 
left buttock: which will in once o2 twice going about, make 
hym gladde fo keepe hes Ring: and ſo foz the other hande, 
vie the like meane on the other ſide. - 

Note that when you make your changes on eyther 
band, in which you dzaw your Yo!ſe into a ſtraight com- 
paſſe, that than vou pullyonr bzivle raines moꝛe ſtraight 
then befoze : and putting the calues of pour legges cloſe to 
your Boꝛſe ſides, you ierte them ſoʒ warde againe with a 
good ſtrength, not ceaſing but ſa to do, till pau come again 
into your large King, the effect whereof is this: the bzing⸗ 
ing of the calues of your legges to your Yozſes ſides , will 
in hys galloppe make him rayſe vppe his fozc-parts, and 
then the ierting ol pour legges fczward, will fo put on your 
VYo2le,that not ſtaping, his hinder legges will followe hys 
foze-legges in ſuch comely ſozte, that as if hee were taught 
to beate anartifictail furne , even with ſuch nimbleneſſe, 
rength, and:comely grace wiilhe make his changes : and 


by 
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and by this meanes, when hee ſhall be taught to make hys 
turnes, you ſhall find him moze apt, rcady, and athouſand 
— 1 moꝛe free from any manner of vice be longing fo one 
leſſon. : 

Therefoze i in this, vle great labour and dilligence , e⸗ 
ſpecially i in keeping iuſt time with your legge and hand, foz 
if epther your legge and hand goe ſo very faſt, that the hoꝛſe 
cannot kepe time with vou, oz ik pour motions be ſo flow, 
that the Hoꝛſe muſt ſtay foz you , oz il in ſtedde of pcalue 
of pour legge you giue the ſpurre, then be you aſſured, you 
do not make but marre, f02as the one doth help, the other 
doth cozrec:; and the differente derm them, who cannot 
iudge. 

Neuerthclelle , if the Pole be dull and fubburne , of 
Which kind J moſt intreate, fo2 in them is the depth of arte 
fo be tryed, and that you find thecalue of your legge wil not 
quicken him, then it ſhall be nerdfull that you'vſe the euen 
ſtroke of both your ſpurres, which hauing reuiued him, the 
ble the calucs of pour legges , and as oft as he waxeth hea⸗ 
uie and dull, oft vſe your ſpurres and rodde , and not o⸗ 
ther wiſe in this leſſon. Note that when yon galloppe your 
Hoꝛſe loꝛth⸗right in the even fozrow to gine him his ſtop, 
that a little ſpate -befoze you ſtoppe him, you thꝛuſt him out 
with moze fozce and courage then befoze , tyat thereby in 
the ſtoppe he may couch his hinder lopnes the cloler, and 
make his ſtoppe moze firme and comelp. Note that if in 
the ſtoppe he will not couch his hinder loynes, but will al- 
together truſt to his fo:e-!egges, which is both vnſure and 
vnſcemely; that then you chaſe ſuch a pee of earth to ryde 
 bpon, as your euen fozrowe may be deſending downe the 
knole of ſome hil, where in the derpeſt deſcent, you may ob⸗ 
ſernealwaies to make your Hozſe ſtoppe, by which means 
vou (hal both make him to pceld his hinder parts , and alſo 
if the ground where by chaunce you ſhall ride him, be looſe 
and vncertaine, rather then he wil Nr Arg bis gromn, 


1 op vpon his buttocks. 
D Note 
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Hote that when you make your Yozſe goe backe, ff her 
thꝛuſt his binder parts out ofthe farrow and goe croked- 


lie, that then with the calue of your legge on that ſide which 


be \waracth on, yon coꝛrect him, in which if he perſiſt; then 
vſe your rodde, pet but in gentle ſoꝛt, and ſome⸗ tunes your 
ſpurre,and that but ſelzome.. 

Aftcr thus your Yozle can pace, trotte, and gallop your 
Ring, and make his ſtoppe in god ſoꝛt, which be well aſſu⸗ 
red hee doth perfectly and readily , ere pon offer hinrany 
newe leſſon, it ſhall be neceſſarie that fo2 a grace, and beans 
tikping of what bee doth , that then peu teach him to ad⸗ 
uaunce befoze : which as it doth adozne , ſo doth it carrie 
great pꝛofite and commoditie, and therefoze you may bꝛing 
him vnto it in this manner. Ryde bim into ſome beaten 
bie-way which is eyther grauell oz ſandie, and there trotte 
bim fozwarda dozen yardes 02 there about, and then wake 
him ſtoppe, and in the topping, giue him the calues of both 
pour legges enen together, and alſo your vopte, by letting 
pour tongue parte ſharpliefrom the rofe ot pour mouth, 
together with the noyſe of your rodde ſhaken in your hand : 
which at the firſt will peraduenture but moue in your hoꝛſe 
a ſtamaring oꝛ amazement, but be you careleſſe, and trotte 
him fozward againe as farre as vou did befoze, and there 


offer him the like ſtoppe, and the like motions, at which il 


he refuſe to aduaunte, and offer to runne backe, then thꝛult 
bim foꝛward with your legs, and ſolicite him, till you make 
him take vp but one of his legs, which when vou perceciue, 
immediatly. cherriſh him, and let him pauſe aſpace , then 
trotte him fozwarde, and dojas vou did befo2e, continuing 
this manner q till kon linde vour Bozle mine 
meaning. | 

But what ter want of vie and nimbleneſſe bee willnot 
perfome, oꝛ do it accoꝛding ta your minde, when this you 
finde, which yon ſhall perceine by his lifting vp of one leg, 


oz by aduancing at path vpon-compulſion 02-great cozrectis 


on, then ſhal you laboz — in this leſſon ,. alwaies _ 
ng 
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ting him when he is vntoward, and cherriching him when 


he giueth any ſhew or likelihode to perfozme pour will, till 
ſuch time that you haue made him, that he will vpon d ma- 
ning of your leg to his ſide, aduaunce himſelfe befoze,carry- 
ing bis head in his true place, and taking his legs vp euen 
together, in ſuch (oz as the frue arte of boz\manſhippe re⸗ 
quires, | 

When thus bee will adnaunce, then ſhall you exerciſe 
hinnto ſtoppe vpon fot-pace, and to aduaunte withall, after 
that, vpon his trotte both low and ſwift to ſtoppe and ad⸗ 
naunce: and laſtip, vpon his gallop to ſtop and adu aunce. 
Now fozſuch notes and obſeruations, as are to be obſerued 
during the teaching of thys, J will heere ſette down. Firſt 
note that when you ſkoppe your Yozſe, and compell hum to 
aduaunce, that you do not hang vpon his mouth, oꝛ pꝛeſſe 
it to ſoze, foz that is the ready waytoſpoyle all, and make 
him runne away, but onelp carry ſuch a gentle firme hand, 
as may no moze but ſtaꝝ him from pꝛeſſing foꝛ warde, nay 
let your hand be ſuch that hee may rather haue libertie to 
pꝛeſſe ſoꝛ ward a pate 0ztwo, then by pour extreamt pul⸗ 
ling of him, that he may haue his mouth duld: and by that 


meanes; not onely winne the head from vou, but be as new 5 


to begin, as if he had neuer beene haultred. 

Note, that it he channce (being at the firſt ignoꝛant of 
your meaning,) to pzeſſe-fozwarde two oz thzee paces,that 
then you make dim retire and goe backe, iuſt ſo much as he 
went foꝛ ward, that thereby he may know hee did offende; 
and therefoze after adzead to do the like. 

Pole, that if in a dapcs riding oz two, ne thꝛe, vou 
can not bʒing him to that perfection vou woulde, that then 
you be not diſcouraged, but continue pour labour, fo thoſe 
Yozſesthat are the loweſt of conceite, and hardeſt to vn⸗ 
derſtande theyz Riders meaning, beeing once bꝛought to 
know what they muſt. do, are alwaies the ſureſt holders, 
ne ever _ b FREE Fanden r 12 what- 

euer. 
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Of the breeding, ryding. 


Pole, that it hee eyther aduaunte too bie, 02 when pon 
won'd not haue bim, as the beſt mettald Yo2ſes moſt com⸗ 
monly will doe, that then with a god cadgell you beate him 
vpon the foꝛe⸗legges, oz with tte great ende of ycur rodde, 
betwere the eares cozrect hun, and vndoubtcdiy be will res 
foʒme that abuſe, _. - 

Note. that after he will adnaunce perfect! p and in o2der, 
that then in euer ſtoppe when you make him aduaunce, 
that you make hiin do it twice, thꝛice, and ſometimes ours 
times together, without intermiſſion, and then to ſtande 
Cill, the pꝛofite whercof you ſhall find, when you come to 
teach your Hoꝛſe to do the Coruett capriole, and ſuch like 
ſalts of pleaſure, to which this is the perfect path war and 


guide. 


Now fox aſmuch as I am in matters o ſernice, J will 
follow that purpoſe, andhecreaftercome to things of pleas 
ſure » When pour Yozſe can-abſo!utely well do all theſe 
leſſons befoꝛe mencioned, which by:continuall trauell, vſe, 
andexcrciſe, you muſt bzing him vnto; fo2 in any caſe pci 
muſt offer no uewe leſſon till the olde be moſt perfect, traſt 
by making a confuſion in the Hoꝛles ſente, and fo mant of 
true couceite and vnderſt anding: he be bzought to do ius 
nothing, as many vnſkil'ull Moꝛſe men dw at this dax, who 
will ſtriue ta make their Voz2lſes gallop their Ringes, ffop, 
turne, aduaunce, goe backe, and all in one mozming: ne⸗ 
ner conſidering, that a Bozſe is a beaſt, whoſe capacity can 


conceive no moʒe then 4 n which I I with — 
wiſer ſoꝛt fo eſchew.

Paying therefoze as 3 fais, your Iozſe perfecti in thele 
leſſons, eſpeciatlythatbe will ga'lop the Ring befo2e ſpect» 
ficd, which Ring in eſfed, containeth all atber Ringes vſed 
by our Engliſh Ryders ; pet neucrtbeieſſe A woulde bane

The manner of bzinging pour Yozſe to do thys lefſon, 
is thus, firſt marke out vpon your right hande in a fapꝛe 
fote-pace, a Ring of a reaſonable ſiſe, being about a thzee 
yardes over every way, then another on pour left hand joys 
ning to the loꝛmer, and ſo making pour-Ringes ftill foz⸗ 
imac, make a third.on your right band againe, which done, 
t your Mozſe into his galloppe and as yon did pate the 
es, ſo let him gallop them backe againe : and then put⸗ 
ting him ſtraigbt ſoꝛ warde twentie ozfozty vardes, make 
your Cop and aduauncement, thus. would J hauc you cues 
rie moꝛning when you bzing your Þozle foozth, to teach 
him. 

Alter vou haue trotted and gallopt pour Ring srl of ail 
mentioned, finding him ol lufficient ſtrength, and abilitie, 
after ſome little re ſt andcaſe, let him galloppe theſe latter 
Ringes, which J tearme gailopping the fielde. And note 
that fo2 anp certaine number of turnes in this leſſon. 02 a» 
np other certaintie what ſoeuer (ſane the carrying of bys 
head, which muſt alwaie kepe his true plate in al leſlons,) 
n none to be reſpected, but 155 ve referd to the —

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| ders diſcretion, Therefoze the Nyder muſt haue a great re⸗ 


gard, that in this leſſon hee put not the Yozſe beyonde hys 
ſtrength, oz fozce him to gallop, longer then he (hall find the 
Yozſe of himſelfe willing to pꝛeſſe fozward: foz ifhe be o⸗ 
uer⸗toyld, and bꝛought to a wearines and ſloth, he will not 
onely learne to pꝛoue reſtie, but alſo beeing young and fen- 


der, put fozth ſplynts, ſpauens, ring-bones, and ſuch like 


foule diſeaſes tobzing him to lamenes. 

Note that foz any vice incidentto this leſſon; (il the Ris 
der haue bim perfect in the fozmer,) there is none, becauſe 
in effec, beſe Rings and the fozmer Ring is all one, ſaue 
that thefe be in a larger manner, which is moze eaſie: and 
in the firſt, is a certaine oꝛder and method to be vicd,and in 
theſe none, but onely a confuſion; yet a care-of-tfne tyme 
keeping. Kote, that when your Yozſe can perfectly wel gal- 
lop the fielde, that then you ſhall not nec de to exerciſe him 
in it aboue onte in a He. 

Now haning thus farre continue my purpoſe, I will 
conſequently fozward fo the other leſſons, in which there is 
moꝛe arte, and greater curioſitie, And frſt of all, bauing 
your Yozle perted in theſe leſſons beloze pꝛeſcribed, you 
chall then teach him to turne readily on both hands; and foz 
that: thers be ſundzy manner of turnes , as ſome ſtrapte, 
ſome large; ſome cloſe, ſome loſtie, J will thew you hows 
to bzing your Yozle to do them all perfectly. Firlt therfoze, 
vou ſhall teach your Yozfe io make that turne which wee 
tearme (not hauing anꝝ apt Engliſh woꝛd) Incauallare: ie 


lappe one thing ouer another. 


This kinde of tur ne, is the ground dr all other turnes, 
and by it, the rel are attainedto with mozFeaſe ; this ma- 


ner ol turne, is to kerpe your Hoꝛſes hinder parts firme in 


à place, and make him come about with his foze⸗par tes, 


lapping bis outmoſt foze-legge oner his inmoſt as hee tur⸗ 
neth, in this ſozt. Trotte your fe ſtraight do wne ſome 
even farrow; and there ſtoppe him, and ſtande fila while; 


your 


| and trayning vp of Horſes, 
your bzidle banda little, but ſo little as may be, fowardes 
your right ſide, then with the calue of your legge on his left 
ſide, and your rodde on his left ſhoulder, make him(fo ſtan⸗ 
ding) without any larger compaſſe , to turne his fo:e-parts 
that way which his hinder parts were, which ifhe do wil⸗ 
lingly , cherriſh him: and then making that halfe circkle a 
complete round one, ſette him as hee ſtoode befoze. Thus 
as you did on pour right hande, do ſo likewiſe on pour left, 
vling the like helpes with your right legge, and your rodde 
on his right ſhoulder, then cherriſh him, and ſo dwing the 
like on pour right hand againe, that yon map ende where 
you begunne, light from his backe, and giue him a handfull 
ok graſſe if there be any neere you. | 
So walking him vp and downe a while fo2 his eaſe, 
you may take his backe againe, and do as you did befoze, 
increaſing ſtill bis turnes , as you ſee him iicreaſe in per⸗ 
fccaneſſe and willingnes, till ſuch time as you haue him ſo 
- readte, as vpon the motion of your legge and hand, he will 
flie about ſo ſwiftly & ſo oft, as you ſhall eyther offer oꝛ des 
ſire, Now oz obſernations and notes in this leſſon, theſe be 
they : firſt vou (all vnderſtande when pau offer hym thys 
leſſon, if he refuſe vpon the moaning of your legge and hand 
to turne, and will couet to reare, 02-dw ſuch like dyſo2derly 
acts, that then vpon the firſt pꝛoffer of ſuch diſoꝛder, you do 
but ſlacke the raynes of your bzidle , and with your hande 
vppon his creſt kepe him downe , offering him againe to 
turne, which if nenertheleſſe hee will not, then dzawe the 
right ſide raine ſome what ſtraiter, then the left, yet in any 
caſe, not ſo much that his head may goe a hay2e bꝛeadth be- 
foze his body, but moue altogether, at which if he make any 
ſtick, the with pour rod on his left ſhoulder, giue him a god 
iert that may make him ſtir, and doubt not but he will then 
turne, which when he offers, immediatly followe him with 
your hand and leg til he haue gone halfe about, where yeu 
may then pauſe to cherriſh him. Note furtbermoꝛe, that 
il hee refuſe to mooue þis foze-partes and offer to — 
a a 
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about with his binder, that then you merte his hinder parts 
ſo mwuing, with pour rodde, and vpon his buttocke cozrect 
him, making him kepe his hinder parts firme and faſt ; if 
pour rodde be not a cozredion ſafficient , then may vou vſe 
ſometimes pour ſpurre in his flancke , both which, if you 
finoe pꝛeuailt not, then muſt you cauſe him to pace out a 


little narrow ring, not aboue a var de, oꝛ a yard and a halle 


duer⸗thwarte, which you muſt make him treade one while 
on one hand, another while on another, ſometimes by the 


ſpate of a quarter of an houre, ſometimes moze : and lette 


him do it continnally on his fote⸗pate, and not on his trot. 
Tbys ſhall bzing him to great lightnes on his foze-parts, 
and make him repoie ſuch truſt to his hinder, that you ſhal 

2ing him vnto the incauallare, as pour ſelfe would wiſh 03 
defire. 


Note that if he do it willingly on the right hand, and not 


without compulſion on the left, that then vou alwates bes 


ginne and end on pour left hand, as pou didbefo2e on pour 
right. Note that when pou turne bim on your right hand, 
if he do not bzing his left legge ouer his right, but bzinges 
it ſometimes ſhoꝛt, ſometimes vnder, and ſo foozth ilfanou- 
redly., that fo2 ſuch offence you vſe no other cozrection but 
ftill to labour him the moꝛe in this leſſon: foꝛ by ſuch laboz” 
ve ſhall come to vnderſtand his faulte,and by the knocking 
of one of his legges vppon another, cozrec himſelfe enough 
fo2 that vice, 

Note that the moze hee lappeth his outmoſt legge oner 
bis inmoſt, the better and moꝛze comely ſhall his turne be. 
Note that the moze you follow him in his turne with pour 
hand and legge, the further you compell him to lap hys legs 
one ouer another. When therefoze your Yozſe can ſet thys 
cloſe turne vpon the ground, both ſwiftly and in perfection, 
then ſhal you pꝛoctede to teach him beate a large ring turne 
loktilp, which at this day amongſt our Engiiſh Yozſes 
low is moſt in vie, andit is to be en mannen gel- 
wing. 


Pou 
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Nan muſt pace out a little narrow Ring, ſome 4. yardes 
03 there abouts in compaſſe, and vſe to walke your Yozſe in 
the ſame, vntill ſuch time that yon perteiue him ſo readie, 
that he will pace it willingly, carrying his head and bodie 
both firme together, not offering to flie out, oꝛ vſe any dil⸗ 
92derly motion: which when you, find, then ſhal pou as vou 
walke him about the Ring, on your right hande, with pour 
voyce and calue of your left legge, and withdꝛawing pour 
 baidlerayne alittle moze firme, cauſe him to aduaunce, 
which fo ſone as he doth, immediatly by the thzuſtingof 
both your legs foz ward againe, make him pace foꝛward as 
he dis befoꝛe, and in bis pacing cherriſh him, that hee may 
vnderſtand he did your will: then hauing ſo pated a while, 
make him aduaunce againe, & doe in all thinges as you dyd 
befoze. Thus may vcu do tho 02.4, times on pour right 
hand, and then make the like Ring on your left hande, and 
with the helnt of your right leg, do in this as in the other,

A Hoꝛſe that is ſhozt neckt and narrow chaulde, reaſon 
felleth you, cannot couch his head in ſo god a place, as he 
that hath a long netke and a wide chaule : becauſe alwaies 
ina god rayne , he mult hide his thzopell 02 weiſon within 
. .. hischadle ; thereſoꝛe if you ſhall ſette him vpon a byt, that 


doth no trarry great compaſſe in the cheeke, as of thzce de-

Alter this, vou ſhall take his backe, and beeing well ſeated 
and hauing pauſd a while, take vp your Bytte rapnes info 
pour left hande, and holde them in this manner, Put your

Then may you enery day exerciſe him in all the foꝛeſaide 
leſſons, with all thoſe belpes and corections befoꝛe menci⸗ 
oned, till you haue him in that perfection, that without anie 
other helpe ſaue the offer of pour band, be will do what pon 
ſhall require. 

Note, that the true place where the Bytte ſhould lye in 
the Yozſes mouth, is aboue the tuſke of his nether chappe: 
as fo2 any other quillet oz ſtratageme in hozſemanſhippe, 
which the curious are deſirons to vnderſtand, J refer them 
to Maiſter Blundcuills booke, which will inſtruc them ſuf- 
ficiently, 

Howe , fo come to thoſe leſſons which though they bee 
nedleſle in ſeruice, yet ſhowe they great arte in the Ryder, 
together with much ſtrength, courage, and nimbleneſſe in 
the Yozſe , and thoſe J tearme leſſons ofpleaſure , becauſe 
they be moe pleaſing to the eye then neceſſary fo2 any vle, 
and firſt of all to make your Yozſe bounde aloft , you ſhall 
thus inſtruct him. Yauing him well ſtated vpon his Bitte, 
that he is both certaine of head and mouth, you ſhall trotte 
him foꝛth into ſome euen ſandie wap, and hauing trotted 
him a dozen vardes, you ſhall ſtoppe him, and vpon his firſt 
oz lecond aduauncement , giue him the euen ſtroke of your 
ſpurres, at which if he will not bound, ſtrike him again the 
ſecond time, if that pꝛeuaile not, then trotte him fozwarde 
againe, and do as you did befoze, continuing this manner 
ok labour, till hee leape with all his foure legges from the 
ground, which ſo ſone as he immediatlp make 
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of him, and vpon his firſt bound, let him be ſette vp in the 


table, that he may thereby be encouraged the next tyme, 


and the better vnderſtande what pour will is. Then haue 
him out the ſecond day, and do as you did the firſt, and in⸗ 
creaſe his leapes as you ſe him increaſe in vnderffanding, 
till he be ſo perfect, that vppon the offer of pour ſpurre, hee 
will ryſe on all foure, 

Note, that if he riſe not ſo hie with his hinder partes as 
with bis foze-parts , that then you accompany with the e⸗ 
nen ſtroke of your ſpurres, a god laſh with your rodde vn⸗ 
der his belly,and neere vnto his ſheathe oz yard. Note that 
if in bounding he do not keepe his ground, but pꝛeſſeth foz⸗ 
ward, and doth not fall where he riſeth, that then ſo much 
as he pꝛeſſeth fozward , ſo much you make him retire back, 
by beating him vpon his foze knees, and then beeing in the 
fozmer plate, make him bound againe: 

Note that when your Yozſe will bound aloft luſtily and 
well, yon ſhall make vſe of it thus. When you gollop your 
Hoꝛſe beloꝛe any afſembly, as ſone as pou haue made your 
ſtoppe and aduaunted, it then fo2 a cloſe you make hym 
bound, it will be very comely. Alſo in your manage, if you 
make your turne onely with boundes, it will be very ſerm⸗ 
lie. When you beate a large turne, iffoz2 a cloſe o2 ending, 
you make your Yozſe bounde on all foure, nothing can be 
moꝛe ſœmelp, and then to ſtande ſtill, thus much foz boun- 
ding. 

Now foz the Coruett, you ſhall doe it thus : Ryde pour 
Yo2ſe downe ſome deſending grounde, and hauing trotted 
two oz thꝛe yardes, ſtoppe him, and make him aduaunce 
twice oz thzice together: then put him fozwarde halfe ſo far 
as befoze, and there make him aduaunce th2e& oz foure 


times together. In this manner make him goe a lteppe oz 


two andaduaunce , till of himſelfe he will rayſe his hinder 
parts, and in ſtede ol going fozwarde, ſtande aduauncing 
both behind and befoze of an equall height. When hee will 
do this well, then may 9—— third aduauncement, 

giue 
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give him the enen ſtroke of pour ſpurres, to make hym 
bounde aloft, which manner of ſalte , our Englich Ryders 
tearme the Gallop galtard. 

Another manner of leape there is, which we call the Ca- 
priole, 0z Goates leape, it differeth nothing at all from the 
Coruett, but that your Yozſe in it muſt pzeſſe moze foz⸗ 
ward then in the Coructt, and raiſe his hinder parts a great 
deale hyer. Therefoze you ſhall teach pour Yozſe to dw it, 
as pou taught him the Coruett, adding thereunto this one 
helpe moze, that is, to turne your rodde in your hand, ſo as 
the poynt thereof, may be iuſt ouer the midſt of your Yoz- 
ſes buttocks, then ſette your hand faſt fo pour fide, and al⸗ 
waies vpon his aduaunce, as you put him fozwarde with 
pour legge, ſo hit hum vppon the buttocks with your rodde, 
which will fozcc him to raiſe his hinder parts, obſeruing to 
kepe that time with your rodde , that you keepe with your 
bande and legge. And thus foz the making of a Yozſe foz

ting his greaſe, bꝛeaking his winde, o2 foundzing hym, all 
which are done inſtantlp if he be vncleane, without any 
ſhew of exfreamity, what auaileth his fozmer ſkill? Oz if 
he haue arte ſo to diet h's Yogſe, that if he be ridden whilſt 
he is able to ſette one fote befoze another, if he haue all the 
greaſe molten within bis body, if hee be in that extreamity, 
that ſome ſuppoſe he cannot poſſibly line an houre pet with- 
in two oz thꝛœ houres after, be ſo freſh and couragious as 
ik he had neuer bene labourd, if he haue this arte, J ſap, pet 
want arte, to make his Yozſe haue epther faire counte⸗ 
naunce, comelp gate, oz any agilitie o2 nimblenes with his 
bodie: inſomuch, that the moſt honozab!e c puiſſant beaſt 
in the woz'd, is made to ſho w like the moſt dulle vnſerme⸗ 
lie creature, what auaileth dis arte in dyeting, X | 
| ome 


and trayning vp of Horſes. 


Some will ſay (pet but the ignozant) that the frayning 

220 dyeting of theſe which J tearme Hunting⸗hoꝛſes, is 
the onelpy marring and ſpoile of god Hoꝛſes: Fie, ſay; the 
thys extreame chaſing and. ryding of them, makes then 
lame and vnſounde, and this curious dycting them, makes 
them ſo tender, neſhe, and ſickely, that they be good foz no- 
thing. Immitating heerein a Philoſopher , who ſecing a 
Gentleman extreamelp troubled with the Tooth ⸗ ach, cau- 
ſed all his owne teeth to be dzawne out, foꝛ feare in after 
time he ſhoulde feele the like payne , ſaying alt men. were 
ſubied to that diſeaſe; ſo they , haning (cence ſome one lame 
olde hunting Yozſe, pzeſently conclude all are (ubiect to the 
like infirmity,therefozc not neceſſarie any ſhould hunt. 
Foꝛ mpne owne part, extreame rpding J as much dil⸗ 
alowe as any man: pet in great wagers, where the hozſcs 
value is farre exceeded, J ſe no reaſon but (fo2 trpall) they 
way well be put to extreamitie, and if theꝝ be well dyeted 
and cunningip ridden, not one hapze wozſe afterward, als 
though 3 wiſhe ſach extreamitie > ſhoulde be as much foz- 
bozneas may be. Foꝛ this ſlaunder of lameneſſe raiſd vp- 
yon Yunting-hozſes; I thus confute it, that there be ſome, 
and wauy Hunting⸗hoꝛzſes lame 2 not deny, yet fo2 euerit 
ſuch one lame Hoꝛſe, J will finde twenty moze lame that 
neuer knew what hunting meant, ſo that Manting⸗ bozles 
be not onelp lame. | 

Againe, it is well knowne, eſpecially fo thoſe that baue 
ſkill, that Hunting⸗hoꝛſes are neuer lamed thꝛough they; 
immoderate ryding oꝛ labour ,. if they haue a good Keeper: 
but now and then thꝛough greedines of fpozt , and overha- 
ſtines wen they ouer⸗reach and fall, they many: tymes 
chaunce. vpon a ſtraine, by which they halte alittle , 02 0- 
ther wile in a leapt o2 ſlyppe, may happen mitcheife, which 
is very ſeldome, oꝛ rarely ſeene. Mhere, on the contrarie 
part, who is ſo ſimple that hee knoweth not, if a Hoꝛſe be 
kept in the ſtable and want exerciſe, his houes wil ſtraiten, 


e dzy vppe, and he pꝛoue lame vncurable 2. Tho 
knoweth 
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knoweth not that trauailing in the hie way , will beate a 
Yozſe, make him put ont windgalles, and lame him cer- 
tainly, What trauailing Yogſe is he that wil not tumble, 
and if he ſtumble, he may fall, andifhe fall, why not conſe, 
quently pꝛoue lame as well as a hunting Yozfe? 

Pour great Yozſes which are foz ſeruice, whom to 
traine & bzing to perfection , euery one almoſt ofany gen⸗ 
tlemanly diſpoſition, will endenour himſelfe vnto : Why 
thoſe J ſay are asſubiec to lamenes as any Bunting⸗hoꝛſe 
whatſoeuer, foz there is neuer a turne you ſette, if it bear- 
teficiall, but it ſtraines your Pozſes backe & hinder loynes, 
as muchas a Yunting-hozſe ſtraineth himſelle in running 
ouer a furlong ofthe derpeſt earth. Sith then all Yozſes 
are as ſubiec to infirmitic as Yunting-bozſes , why not 
then the Yuntfing-hozſe as tollerable as any other Yozſe, 

Now foꝛ this vn woꝛthy blame they impate to the dye- 
ting of Yozſcs ; you ſhall ſe howe groſlie they2 ignozaunce 
makes them coniecure, firſt they ſhall ſe in the ſe quel, that 
there is no meate, dzinke , 02 any other thing whatſoener, 
appoynted foz a Yunting-hozſe , but it ſhall by good x ſuffi- 
cient reaſons, be pꝛoued moſt excellent, and moſt healthful 
fo; the Bozſe,then conſequently it muſt be tollerable. Dome 
will ſay this dyeting is but newly come vp, and that men, 
whoſe nature is to be gredie ofnonelties, being new-fan- 
gled, are inamozed with this vaine top. Their foze-fathers 
neuer knewe what the dpeting of Hunting⸗hozies meant, 
pet they had god Hozſes. As though fozmer blindnes ſhold 
baniſh enſuing knowledge. Dz becauſe Adam and Eue, 
(wha were the Parents of all Parents) were naked (ſaue 
ko; Figge leanes,) therefoze we ſhould refuſe to weare clo⸗ 
thing: this weare wonderfull abſurd. There is no arte, but 
the mozea man wadeth into it, the moꝛe ſubſtantiall and 
intricate he ſhalfindit, and be fozced to cry with Ariſtotle, 
0 ens enſium miſerere mei, the depth and end of arte is vn, 
ſearchable. 

Now that all men may be the moze willing fo endeuo; 

them 
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themſelnes to haue inſight in this arte of dyeting, beholde 
what p2ofit enſueth thereby. Firſt, there is no diſeaſe noz 
infirmitie in a Yozſe, eſpecially within his heade oz bodie, 
which be ſecrete and vnſeene, and therfoze moſt dangerous 
and moztall, but a man ſkilfull in this arte, ſhall both diſ⸗ 
terne it beloꝛe it come to extremitie, and alſo recure it. 

Theos maketh a Yo2ſe long winded, tough, harde, and 
ſtoute, inſomuch that a pooze Nag of ſixe oꝛ ſeauen pounde 
pzice, well trapnd and dyeted, will not oncly tyꝛe, but alſo 
kill outright, a Courſer wozth a hundꝛed pound, ik he be fat 
and foule fedde: whereas if ſuch a Courſer were in good 
dyet, he Would fyer twentie ſuch Nags. Some peraducns 
ture will allow of dyefing, but diſlike the ſpozt of hunting, 
fo: loke what contrarieties are in mens faces, the like may 
be in their fancies : therefoze J ſayit is not neceCarie, that 
Hunting⸗hozſes onely be dyeted, but other hozſes as well: 
vet mult they haue extraoz2dinary ryding, becauſe tn dyes 
ting, exerciſe is a needfull as meate. But fo2 ſuch as ney⸗ 
ther lone hunting, noz bane occaſion to ryde farther then 


from Market to market, they may ſet their hoꝛſe to a bot? 


tleofhay, and gyue him peaſe pulſe. The reaſon why men 
ble their dyeted hozſes to the hunting of the Vayze , is bes 
cauſe it is aſwift chaſe , and a continuing ſpozt ; pet not 
without ſome ſfoppes and ſtaies, in which a hozfe may take 
winde, and reuiue bimlelfe againe, which thoſe from whom 
Jlearne mine experience, tearme defaults in the dogs, and 
ſobbes foz their Hozſe. | 
- Mozeoner, the cry of the dogges, is as pleaſant to the 
hoꝛſe as the man, and addeth to him both a courage to run, 
and 4 willingnes to continue his labour: whereas to gals 
lop a Yozſe vp and downe the fielde after nothing, makes 
him wearie of his labour, and willing fo giue oner ere hee 
haue in a manner doone any thing. Thus much in defence 
el this arte which the ignozant concemne, andnowe tomy 
purpoſe, _ : 
Won you make choyſe of a = to trapne fo hunting, 
as 
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as niere as you can, let him haue thefe pꝛoperties, ſhapes, 
and vertacs, Firſt foz his inward part, which is his mind, 
diſpoſition, and mettall, let him be of nature gentle, loving, 
and familier to the man. Let him not be diſpoſed to dogged 
ſullenneſſe, to ſtrike 62 to byte: let him bee ot quick & luelp 
mettall, but not hote noz firp, foz they be neuer god: then 
fo; his outward ſhapes, thus if it map. Oft colloures theſe 
be the beſt, Bꝛowne daple bapes, Bzight bapes, Daple 
grapes, 02 White lpards, oz blackes , ſo he haue epther 
white rache, white ſtarre, oz white fte. Mis head if it be 
ſomewhat bigge, but not monſtrous, ſo the chaule be thinne 
and wide, it is the better. A ſmall pꝛick eare, oꝛ if it be long 
and ſtande vpꝛight like a Foxe, it is a god token of mettall 
and toughnes. 

Vys fozechead woulde be b:oade, baving as it werea 
ryſing bunche in the midſt like a Mare: fo2 fo be playne 
ſmoth faced, which we tearme Mare⸗faced, is ilfauoured, 
and a ſigne of no induring ſpirite. Pys exe woulde be large 
and bꝛight: his noſtrelles very wide, foz that is a token of 
long winde. If hee be bearded all vnder his chappes like a 
Goate, it is paſſing good, foz that is a ſigne of great ſ wilt ⸗ 
nes and goodnes. In generall, all his head would be leane, 
foz if it be ful and fat, doubtles the hozſe is dul and vnſpaity. 
Vis thzopell oz wind-pype, would bee big to a mans feling, 
and ſtraight to his epe, foꝛ it when he raineth, it haue a bent 
like a bow, which we cal Cock ⸗thꝛopled, it is very ill, and a 
ſigne of great ſtraitnes of wind. Foz his lyms in generall, 
they would be big, cleane, flat, ſtraight, and very ſhoꝛte be⸗ 
twixt ioynt and iopnt, eſpetiallp between the paſterne = the 
bofe, fo2 ifhe be long in that part, he muſt of fozce be weak 
there, and if he be weake foted,he cannot poſſiblyendure a- 
ny wette earth, vet ſome that be a little fickle hoght, pꝛoue 
very god. Mis body would be round and large, and bis ribs 
wold ſtand a little oufward. In bꝛieſe, the longer your boꝛlt 
is from the eare to the ſterne ol his taile, the better it is, ſo 
that his chiekeſt length conült not in his chine, but in hrs 


hinder 
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- hinder lopnes, depth of foꝛe⸗hand, and length of necke: foz 
otherwiſe,to be long backt, is a ſigne of weaknes, 

When you haue gotten a Yozſe as neere as you can fo 
theſe ſhapes , looke that befoze you trayne him to hunting, 
he beat the leaſt paſt foure peeres old, and going on his fit, 
and that he be well wapd, andlightly trauaild. This done. 
pou ſhall thus trapne and dpet him: Hauing taken him fro 

graſſe at Bartholmewtide oz there abonts, (foz then the 

pꝛide and ſtrength of graſſe is gone, and the fleſh they get 
after, is but vnſound and naught, being exceeding fatte, as 
a Hoꝛſe that is ſound muſt needes bee hauing run al Som⸗ 
mer,) take him and ſette him vp in pour ſtable, which ſta⸗ 
ble muſt be made cloſe and darke, pet with ſuch windowes 
and lights, as at your pleaſure vou may let in y freſh ay2e, 
and make it ſo coole and warme as you pleaſe: the reaſon 
why it ſhouldbe cloſe and darke, is, that when pour Hoꝛſe 
bath endareda dayes labour o2 hunting, being ſet in a cloſe 
ſtable, as ſoone as he bath fild his belly, he will lpe downe 
and take his reſt, as well on the day as night, which is as 
wholſome as any meate he can eate: where if the table be 
open and lightſome, vnleſſe he be an olde beaten hozſe, bee 
will not lye downe. 

Let the plaunchers of your fable, be lapde euen and le⸗ 
uell, not as many do, hyper befoze then behind, which ma⸗ 
keth that your Yozſes can neuer ſtand at caſe , but reſting 
altogether vpon theyz hinder legges, pꝛooue often lame be⸗ 
hind. Neyther can they lye but at much payne, which cau- 
ſeth them ſeldome to take reſt. Let the ground t your plan- 
chers be ol an equall height, that if pour hoꝛſe at any tyme 
goe back ward off your plaunchers, vet that he may ſtand e⸗ 
quali both befoze and behind. Let your Maunger be made 
cloſe, with boꝛdes onely, and not lyned within with eyther 
lyme oꝛ plaiſter, foꝛ the ſmell of lyme1s ſuffocating and vn⸗ 
wholſome, and plaiſter will yceld great ſtoꝛe of duſt, which 
is moze vnhealthfull. Let there be no mudde wall within 
your table, b pour Yozlemay 2 vnto with his * 

v2 
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foꝛ by nature they will conet fo gnaw and eate them down, 
and nothing can be woale oz a Boſe, Hauing ſette your 
hozſe (being very fatte and newe taken from the grafſe) in 
ſuch a ſtable, lay pour hand vpon his ſide necre to his ſhoꝛt 
ribbes, and there pou ſhall feete his fatneſle, which wil bee 
vnder pour hand very ſoft and tender: which whe you feele, 


be you well aſſured all that fatte is naught , foz beeing ſo 


looſe and ſoft, the ſmalleſt trauatle that map be will melt 
it, and then being molten beloꝛe it be hardned by good dpet, 
the out ward fatte falleth into the hozſes legges, & maketh 
him haue ſwolne legges, and lame neuer to be tured, which 
ſecrete but few at this day vnderſtand: and the inward fat 
which is within his ſtomacke, bagge and guttes, putrifies, 
and bzeedes thoſe diſeaſes which kill the hozſe out⸗right, 
though it be halfe a peere, 62 perhaps thze quarters of a 
peere after, Inſomuch that the owner, who hath nepther 
ſkill to diſcerne ſuch a chaunce when it is hapned, noz arte 


fo gyue him any medicine to purge him of that groſſe mat- 
ter,ſayth be dyed ſuddainly be knoweth not of what, when 


bimſelfe long befoze , had willingly ginen him his death, 
which miſchiele to auopde, you ſhall vſe this meane. 
Firſt foz. two oz thꝛee dayes, you ſhall let pour hozſe 
ande in the fable vnclothed , and gine him nothing but 
Mheate⸗ſtraw and water, twiſe a day, mozning and eue⸗ 
ning, beeing ledde therunto in his Keepers hand, til you ſ& 
his doung (which at the firſt will be a darke blacke greene) 
be cleane changed lo paliſh yellow : then may vou (not ha⸗ 
uing befoze lapd any curry: combe on him, but onely rubde 
him moꝛning and euening with a harde wilpe) both currie 
him, rubbe him, picke him, and dzeſſe him, and alls clothe 
him in a ſingle cloth made ol ſack-cloth, and let the ſurũn⸗ 


gle be opt round abont with bigge ſoft wiſpes,as wel lo: 


warmth as eaſe of the hozſe. 


Thys ſhall yon doe euerp mozning very. tarelie, as by 
fire of the clock, theu put a ſmall (naffte: in hys mouth, and 
lighting vpon his back, walk him a fapꝛe ſote⸗pace to ſome 


kapze

and trayning vp of Horſes. 


fayze Rinero2rundle, being at leaſt halfe a myle, and there 
water him; and ſo walke him home againe,and ſct him vp. 
that done, take a quarter ofa pecke of Dates, and ſift and 

duſt them well in a (mali ſive, and then ſweeping the Bans: 
ger cleane, giue them him, then put a ſheafe of wheat ſtraw 
well tlpeſht into the Racke , and putting downe hys lytter 
vnder him, let him ſtand ſo tilt one of the clock in the after 
noone , at one of the clocke in the after noone come to him, 
and turne vp his cloth, and with a harde wiſpe, rub downe 
his necke, face , buttocks and legges, then ſift him two oz 
thꝛee handfuls of Dates nioze , and ſo turning downe hys 
cloth, let him ſtand till th2c& a clocke, at which time come to 
him, and firſt put away his doung, then ſhake vp his litter, 
and after you haue vncloathed him, curry him and dꝛeſſe 
him in thys ſozt. 15 

Firlt , after vou haue curried him all oncr with your 
curry combe, which raileth vp the duſt, then ſhall von with 
' ſome dead hoꝛſe tayle nailed to a ſticke, duſt him, and ſtrike 
away that which the carry combe hath rayſde: then take a 
wiſpe of ſtraw wzethen hard together, and with it rubbe 
him cleane ouer, eſpeciallp his legges, which the moze they 
be chafte;the better and moze nymble will the Hozſe be, then 
take a hapꝛe⸗cloth, and with it rubbe him ouer, foz that wil 
tleanſe away the duſt, and keepe his coate (moth & cleane. 
Then wette pour hands, but not too much, and with them 
ſo wet, rubbe him all oucr,-eſpccially his face, which maſt 
chiefeip be keptcleane : tbys rubbing him with pour wette 
hands, will leaue vpon hym neuer a looſe hayze , "me anie 
other filthy thing. 

Then with a cleans cloth that is not duſtie no2 foule, 
though it be courſe, clenſe him alt oner, foꝛ it will make his 
coate thyne , infomuch that you ſhall almoſt diſcerne your 
face therein: then loke about his eyes and if you ſ& ante 
great hayzes growing about the , eyther abone oz beneath, 
as all hoꝛſes haue, pull them away, foz they be perilous foz 
a en ſight. Then take out W yarde, which ol it 2 
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will gather much durte and filthines , and with your bande 
clenſe it, then combe downe with a wet maine combe, hys 
mayne and taile, and ſo clothe him vp and ſtop bim round, 
then as you did befoze, take his backe, and vppon a gentle 
kote⸗pace, walke him fozth to his water, and bꝛing him 
home againe , giuing him two oz thzee handfuls of well ſif- 
ted Dates , then il be haue no wheate ſtrawe in his racke, 
put him a little in, and then thꝛowing downe his lytter, let 
him ſo ſtand till it be eyght a clock at night, at which tyme 
come to him, and after you haue turnd vp his cioth, rubde 
him, and chaft bis legges , giue him a handfull o2 two of 
Dates, and a freſh ſheafe of Wheate ſtraw into his Rack, 
— moze newe litter, and ſo let him reſt till the next moz⸗ 
ning. 

In this ſoꝛt keepe him foꝛ the ſpace of the weekes 02 a 
Moneth , onely with Wheate-ftraw and Dates , putting 
him to no further trauaile then the fetching ofhis Water, 
in which ſpace , you ſhall ſee his belly will be cleane taken 
vp, and he will ſhew himſelfe comely and gaunt, and you 
ſhall fele bis fatneſſe moze firme, hard, and ſad then it was 
befoze at his frſt taking vp: which alwaies the harder it 
is, in the better caſe is your Yozſe. Now, if pour Yozſe be 
ſach a groſſe feeding beaſt , that bis fatneCe and purſineſſe, 
rather increaſeth with this manner of keeping, then ought 
at all deminiſheth, as ſome Yozſes, who will feede as ſoze 
vpon ſtraw, as if they had Yay and pꝛouender, which we 
call Rettie Yozſes : oꝛ if you haue made pꝛomiſe fo2 anie 
match, ſo that you cannot well ſtay to take ſuch long tyme 
as in trueth you ſhould, oz as arte woulde require, then to 
inſeame your Yozſe the ſooner , you ſhall vſe during. thys 
firſt moneth, foz to ryde out your Hoꝛſe euerꝑ niggt, two 
bowers after Sunne ſette , 4 abide abzoade with him thꝛee 
how2es at the leaſt, not exceeding fote⸗pace, which we call 
night apzings. 

And if this be done alongſt ſome Kiner ide 5 it is the 
veſt becauſe the tharpe ayze which commeth from the was 
| kers, 
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ters, is colde and pearcing, and neuer a one of theſe eue⸗ 
nings, but takes as much ofa Yozſe as if he had endured a 
dapes hunting: wherefoze J admoniſh all Keepers; not to 
apꝛe their Yozſes1 in the night, but with great diſcretion, 
becauſe it bzings lowe, and weakens a Yozſe very much, 

When you haue apꝛed your Vozſe thus and b2zought him 
in, let his legges be well chafte and rubd downe, and then 
glue him his Dates, and ſo let him reſt till mozning, not 


foꝛgetting but alwaies when you haus bzought-in your 


Pozſe, to picke his fo:e-fete cleane, leaſt any pible ſtones 
_ v2 granell ſhoulde be gotte within the ſhoe, o; wozne into⸗ 


the hooke. 


After you haue ſpent pour firſt month thus, onelp in ta⸗ 
king vp his belly and hardening his fleſh , then ſhall pou 
beginne to cleanſe him in this ſozt. In ſtedde of Wheate- 
ſtraw which befoze you gaue him, pou ſhall giue him Yay, 
and the courſer ſuch hay is, the better it 1s (ſo it be ſweete 
and well gotten) fo2 the Bozſe will not feede on it ſo grollie 
as otherwiſe he would : and a hozſe wil many times vpon 
bery.ſweet and fine Yay, eate ſomuch that hee will bzeake 
his wind. Yaning thus changed his ſtrawe fo Bap, you 
ſhall then adde vnto his Dates, Bzeade, which bzead ſhall 
be thus made. 

Tanke a ſtrike of Beanes, two pecks of beate, and 
one pecke of Rye, grinde theſe together, ſift them and knead 
them with water and Barme, and ſo bake them thozowlie 
in great loues, as a pecke ina loafe: and after they are a 
dap olde at the leaſt, your Yozſe may fede on them, but not 
befoze. Some peraduenture, that neither lone this ſpozte 
if hunting. noꝛz make any care of a good Yozle , will ima⸗ 
gine this 1Bzeade foz too coſtly, and ſay that common Ba⸗ 
kers Yozſe-bzeade, which is made of naught but Bzanne 
and Mheate cþyſſell, ſhall do as much good: but if they 
dyd knowe howe many inconnentences is found by thys 
common Yozſe-bzeade, they would * doubt) alter 
their opinions. 

Firſt 
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Firff, the ſubſtance whereof it is made, is but bzanne 
oz chiſſell, and this bzanne is nothing but the outmeſt ſhale 
oꝛ huſke of the Coꝛne, the meale and ſtrength whereofis 
taken away: now when þ vertue is bereft, what remaines 


but a dzy haſke thing, without eyther nutriment o2 ſpirite 2 


And what can that J pꝛap you pꝛeuaile with a hozſe that 
muſt endure extreame labour? Then they kneade it with 
nothing but colde water, which makes it ſo heauy and ſad, 
that it lpes in the ſtomacke of a Yozſe , and neyther turnes 
to god blood, no2 any other nutriment, but onely to putri⸗ 
faction , and groſſe humozs , which commonly come fo the 
Anticor, conſumption of the lunges, paine in the lyner, the 
pellowes, and diuers other ſuch like bileales, all which bee 
moztal!, 


Againe, 3Bzanne is erfreame hote and dy, thercfo:e 


the hoꝛſe that ſhall much fede thereon, it will enflame hys 


blood, ſcalde his ſtcomacke, and bzcede in him many filthie 
diſeaſes : as the ſcabbe, itch, o2 farcin and ſuch like. Some 
againe will aſke me, ſith J diſalowe this common Bꝛzeade, 
why in the other bzeade J bidde them take Beanes, 4 not 
Peaſe ? y anſwere is, becauſe Beanes are a moze ſtrong 
and cleane fode then Peaſe, and leſſe purſlie, and the meale 
they make, is a great deale finer. 

Ik they demaund why J put in the beate, my anſwer 
is, becaufe it is comfo2ztable and full of ſpirite, it bzeveth in 
a Hoꝛſe luſt, courage and liuelineſſe. Jf fo2 what purpoſe 
the Rye, then foz this, becauſe the twofo2mer graines be 
of great frength, and altogether bynding; therfoze J put in 
the Rye, which is altogether loſening and ſcowzing ; that 
being ioyned with the fozmer, it keepeth the Hoꝛſe cole and 
in god temper in his body. Nowe why 4 kneade it with 
Barme, that is to make the bꝛeade light and fine , that it 
may be caſte of diſgeſtion, and not lie tw long inthe Yozſes 
ffornack 

1 Hauing luch bꝛeade as this, and hauing cakenawaie 
your Wheate Erawe, you ſpall then alter your Yozſescr- 


ertiſe

| erciſeinthys manner. Carly in the mozning, by fine oz 
ſire a clocke,after your Hoꝛſe is dꝛeſt and trymd, ſift th:ce 
oz foure handfals of Dates cleane,+ gpue them him, which 
ſo ſoone as he bath eaten, then tmmediatly bzidle him vppe 
and tye him to the bare Kacke, then ſaddle him, and after 
be is ſadled, thꝛowe his ciothoucr him, and ſo let him ſtand 
till the Houndes be ready to goe fozth a hunting, at which 
time take his backe, but in any caſe no ſpurres on pour 
heeles, but onelpa ſwitching rodde, and ſo goe foozth with 
them, and ſpend that day in hunting, till thzee oz 'foure of 
the clocke in the enening,p2ouided alwayes that you gallop 
him not but onely thwart and croſſe, from hyll to hill, to 
make in with the dogges, exterding not his trotte at anie 
time — = this ozder ſee you daily obſcrue foz a foznight at 
theleaff, 
Mhen you haue thus fpent the day and are come home, 
ſ that there be ready in vour ſtable freſh litter enougb, then 
ſette him vp, and tye him in his bꝛidle tothe bare Kacke, 
and all to rubbe and chafe him, inſomuch that if he be ey- 
ther wette with ſweate oz anx other thing, you leaue him 
not till be be as dzp as may be, then vnſaddie him, rub hys 
backs thozowly, + with all haſt clothe him vp warme, and 
ſtoppe hym round with hard wiſpes : then picke his feete 
tleane and chafe his legges, and ſo let him ſtande on bys 
baidle a quarter of an bowze, after which time come to him 
and giue hm a handfull of Dates,and halfe (0 much vey» 
leede mingled together. 
Thes Yempe-ſcede, is the moſt nentleſt and eaſieſt 
ſcow2ing that can be gyuen aPYozſe, the vertue whereof 
is this. I in the dapes hunting vou haue eyther diſolued a⸗ 
i graſſe humoꝛs in the Poꝛſe, (as labour wil alwaies do) 
02 melted any of his greaſe, it will clenſe and baing if away 
froin the Hozle, as you ball perceine the next mozning by 
his dung; which vou ſhoulo atwaies regard, and looke vnto 
bery much. fo2 it will de greaſte, and full of flimie matter. 
Bauing thus giuen him Dates * Hemp⸗ſeede, 1 
. m 
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bim again, and let him ſo ſtand halfe.an houre, oz an houre, 
After which tyme vnbzidle him, and put into bis Racke a 
little bottle of Yay , like a halfe-penny bottle in an Inne, 
and let him foz an howze oz there abouts , eate his Yay, 
then gyue him ſuch a quantitte of Bꝛeade as vou in diſcre⸗ 
tion ſhall thinke fitte : neyther ſo much as you may clop 
him and make him refuſe it, noz fo extreame little that you 
eale his hunger nothing at all, 

Then let him ſtande haning Yay in his Nacke, til nyne 
of the clocke at night, at which time come to him, and rub 
bim well all ouer, then hauing faire water in the houſe, 
water bim: then ſift him foure oz fine handfals of Dates, 
and mingle with them a good quantitie of Bzead, and giue 
it him. Then ſhaking his lytter about him , leaue him foz 
that night. 

As ſoone as you come to him the next mozning verie 
eareiꝑ to dꝛeſſe him, the firſt thing you da, looke what 
doung he hath made , "if it be greaſie , darke coloured, and 
koule, then it is a ſigne the Yoſe is foule within, full of 
glut and purſſineſſe : if it be well coloured, that is to ſay of 
a pale yellow hauing no greaſe in it, theni is it a ſigne that 
your fozmer dapes hunting did take nothing at allt him, 
but that his greaſe remaineth in his body vnwaſted: wber⸗ 
foze the next day you may take the moze of hun » vet not ſo 
much that you fozce him to gallop. 

The ſecond thing you looke vnto, muſt be whether het 
bane left any pꝛouender in the Manger vneaten oz no, if he 
haue leſt any: then ſhall vou ſweepe it away and bꝛidle him 
bp, giuing him no meate at all till nigbt that he come from 
bunting, foz that dapes gentle exerciſe and faſt, will gette 
bim a ſtomacke, and make him eate bis meate _—_ luſt 
and greedines. ; 

If he haue eaten all cleane and left no mouender, 3; - then 
ſhall you gine him thz& oz foure handfulles ot Dates, 02 
els ſome Bꝛeade, (wbether ol them you pleale,): to eate 
whil you are dzeſſing _

i: Laſtly; looke in the Racke what Yay he hath lekt, ik hee 
haue left neyther hay noz pꝛouender, then the next night 
giue him the ſame quantity of bay, but a goed deale moze 
p2onender, ſoz it is a ſigne hee had not befoze halfe enough, 
Ihe haue eaten vp all his hay pet lcft his pꝛouender vn⸗ 
eaten, (which is commonly the pzoperty of a great feeding 
hozſe,) then the next night giue him but halfe ſo much hay, 
and the ſame quantitie of pꝛouender as beſoze, that not ha⸗ 
ning hay enough to fill his belly, hee map be fozced to eate 
his pꝛouender oz els faſt: which if he do one night oz two, 
be ſure he will not the third. 

Then dꝛeſſe him, ſaddle him, and haue him ab:oade, v⸗ 
ling him in all poynts accozding fo the manner afoꝛe⸗ſaide. 
Pꝛouided alwaies by the way, that during the time of this 
fozt-night, you may cuery mozning, either befoze you goe 
aut, oz as you goe, water your hozſe', fo that vou ſuffer 
him not to dzinke full ſomuch as he would deſire. Mauing 
ſpent thys kozt-night thus, the next foztnight: following, 
you ſhall aduenture to gallop him a little after the dogges: 
but in any wiſe no meane out-right chaſe, but gently now 
and then foz twenty oz fo2ty ſcoze, and no moze without a 
ſobbe, and let it be vpon an oner-thwart ground, 2 means 
plowed lands, oꝛ lay lands hie ridged. 

Mozeouer, let him gallop ſo ſoftly and lepſurely as you 
can poſſiblie make him, firſt that hee may thereby learne 
bow to vie bis legges and body nimbly, ſecondly , that hee 
may ſtrike his furrow cleane without tumbling, andlaſt» 
ly, that he may haue knowledge and vnderſtanding of his 
owne faultes, if hee chaunce to commit any» and thereby 
ſieke to amende them. 5 

Foz any fault whatſaeuer hee chaunceth fo commit in 
gailopping vppon a deepe earth, in any wiſe you mult not 
ſpurre him, foz if you doe, you ſhall vtterly ſpoyle him fo: 
ever being god hunter, the reaſon heereofis this: a young 
Hoꝛſe that hath neuer biene vſed to gallop on deepes, wil at 
by firſt be raſhe and hakte, 5 bimſelle * oe 

erte⸗ 
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fiercely then hee canpoſſible continue, then waring a lpt⸗ 
tle weake, he will ſnapper and ſtumble, oz cls ware ſloth⸗ 
full, foꝛ any of which faultes if you ſpurre him, he will then 
thzough terroz of the cozrectton ruſhe ſo haſtily fozwarde 
Without regard, that neyther vnderſtanding his erroz;ns;} 
knowing how to amend it, he will increaſe it: and ſo where 
he woulo ſtumble but onte, per aduenture ſtumble 3. times, 
WUbereas if you haue no ſpurres to tozment hun with, but 
that he may take his owne leyſure,and when he ſtumbleth, 
both ſee the occaſion ; and feele the paine thereof, which is 
twice ſo ſoꝛe to him as to the man, and farre moze loth is 
the Hozſe to fall then the man to haue him, he will become 
ſo cunning, that the deepe earth and the plaine meddowes 
will be all one to him: nay, in that he findeth his Rider wil 
let him take leyfure and tyme thereon, he will rather couet 
the derpe then the playne, and fo2 aſarety, cunning pꝛeuai⸗ 
leth farre moze then ſpeede on a deepe tartg. 

, As fo2 his pret this foztnight, iet it be in all things tyke 
the loꝛmer fo:tnight : both the ſame meate, the ſame ſcow- 
ring, andthe ſame times duely obſerued: Hole after theſe 
two foꝛtnights are thus paſſed, which with y fozmer month 
makes iuſt too monthes, youſhalltthe-percetning your hozſe 
to be ſtill fat and foule, which you ſhall vnderſtand both by 
the thickneſſe ol his rybbe, by the groſnefſe of his lcſke-o3 
flancke ; (which will be full and thicke in your hande) and 
alſo by his chaule , which you ſhall feele both fat and full of 
little knots at the roote of his tongue which ſfoppeth hys 
winde, put him to greater extreamity: that is to ſay, you 
ſhall then hunt moꝛe ſoundly; following the dogges at the 
beeles, pet with ſuch diſcretion, that vou put not your Vozle 
to aboue a thzre-quarters ſpeede, fog feare you ouer-tople 
— * ue auer befoze bee knoweth what hes 
dat 

The fieſt: dap vou bunte prm in thys lozte, (thzovgh 
whichertraoadinary tople be cannot chaſe but ſweat much 
n * outward greaſe, and by his 


inward:

inward heate, diſlolue the glut and filth which clopeth bys 
guttes and ſtomacke) being come home, and haning ſette 
him vp in the fable, let hym be exteedingly rubd, cheft and 
made dy, then it vou giue him no ſcewaing that night, it 
ſhall not matter, but the next moꝛning ſo ſwne as the Sun 
is vp, hauing kept pour Vole faſting an howze, then gyue 
him this fcow2ng, 

Take Roſemary-and let it bee chopt very ſmall, then 
take a dyſh of (weete Butter, and wozke the Roſemary and 
it well together, then make good round pellets thereof and 
put them into pour Yozſes mouth, and make him ſwallom 
them : ſo done put on his bꝛidle, and being well clothed and 
ſtopt round, both with his owne cloth and a ſingle blanket, 
take bis backe and walke him fozth into ſome cloſe oz field, 
foz halfe an houre oz littie moze: then bing him in and tye 
bym vp; and yori ſhall perceine within an houre after oz 
thereabouts, be will grow to be cree@dingly ſitke, but haue 
you no feare at all,foz it is an excellent figne. When you ſee 
him ſo ficke, be ſure to haue a warme Maſhe ready, made 
with water and Uheate-mcale, Maulte, 02 Bꝛanne, no 
moze then ſhall collour the water, egine it him to d2inke. 
As ſaone as he bath dzunke, gyue him Map into his rack, 
and lo let him ſtand all that day and night, beeing ſure that 
you pꝛouinder him ſoundly both with bꝛead and Dates. 
Thrs kynde of ſcow2ing; though there be a number of 
other ſcowꝛings which hereafter 3 will ſette you downe, 
det J haue alwaies found it ot moſt vertue and pzofit. It 
N Hoꝛſe or all manner of glut, fouleneſe and bad 
vbmoz;s,. | 
N bys greaſe hane beene molten a moneth befoze, it 
wil hing it away in his doung in great aboundance, fo the 
admiration ofthoſe which hath not ſene the like befoze, 
whereas if it ſhould remaine, it were epther certain death, 
0) if nature were ſo ſtrong to expell it, it would bꝛeake out 
into ſome filthy diſeaſe. The next day alter thrs fcow2ing 
dur giuen, take your Pozle 2 on hunting, vet in — 
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wiſe neither put him to gallop noz any ſtraine, but onely 
frotte him after the dogges that he may take the ay2e,gette 
bim a ſtomacke, and recouer ſuch luſt c courage, that looke 
what vou did that daie vou put him to extremitie, pee will 
doe twiſe ſo much the next time you ſhall thereunto con⸗ 
ſcraine him. 

In this ſozt twice a foztnight, foz two toꝛtnigbts koge⸗ 
ther, would J haue you hunt your Pozſe thozowly after the 
dogges, leauing no chaſe vnrunne, and then reſi ing him a 
day after, vie him accoꝛding to the manner aloꝛeſaide: and 
the other daies let him but play and (pozt himſelfe after the 
dogges, as well to acquaint him with the ſpoꝛte, as to en- 


_ creaſe his winde and keepe him in bꝛeath. Some will de⸗ 


maunde; ſince J woulde haue a hozſe thus heated after the 
dogges thꝛice in a fozt-night , why it may not as well ber 


done without dogges in ſome plaine Peddowe, P002e,02 


Fielde, where a man may galloppe bim til bee ſweate, as 
much oꝛ as little as one would? 

Jaunſwere , it is not fo good fo2 diners reſpects t at, 
when a Hoꝛſe is heated alter the dogges, be hath chopce of 
many earthes to runne vppon, one while he gallops vppon 
depe plowed landes, another while vpon plaine Paſtures 
o2 Peddowes, one while vpon lay lands that haue hie rid- 
ges and deepe furrowes , another while vppon beatenhye- 
waies 02 common tracts: which change of earth, bzinges a 
Vozle tocunning ſpeede, nimblenes, and tougbnes. - 

Secondly, the heate a Bozſe taketh after the dogges, 
her taketh kindlie and in good ſozt, foz if the dogges tunne 
a myle, without default, foppe, ſtay, oz double, it is verie 
much: nay, vou ſhall haue them in twelue ſcoze, ſire fcoze, 
and leſſe, make ſtops and defaults, all which gine vnto your 


 bozſe new bzeath, ſtrength and courage, ſo that hee will be 


moze willing to run, then vou wil be to haue him: wheras 
il you ſold giue him his heate all in a maine chaſe, it wold: 
be both weariſome, painful, and vnwholſome to the Yo2ſe, 


incou⸗ 
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incouraging your hoꝛſe to take pleaſure in his galloppe and 
fo increaſe in toughnes, pou ſhal diſcourage him, and make 
him faint and tyze : and peraduenture vnleſſe hee be derte 
cleane, hazard the bꝛeaking of his wind, — 

{hirdly, the cry of the dogges is pleaſant vnto the houſe, 
and he will of himſelle couet to follow them bceing in full 
cry. And laſtly, the ſceing of other hozſes to ſkope and gal- 
lop with him, wil be an incouragement , and an increaſing 
ol your Hoꝛſes willingnes. Nowe by that time thys third 
Ponth is thas ſpent, your hozſe will be cleane in his bodie, 
wel winded,and in god ſtrength, ſo that you ſhal both haue 
an inſight what bee is able to perfozme, and alſo adiudge 
rightly of his truth, which when vou are acertaind of, then 
pou may accozding as your fancie x diſcretion ſerues yon, 
epther hunt him pzinatly, oz match him foz ſome great was 
ger publiquely, 

It you dw match him foz any great wager, and thereby 
doe ouer-match him, though no body can be blamed but 
your owne folly oz foztune, pet ſince there be many helpes 
in matching which may much auaile, 3 will as neere as J 
can,bzeefely ſet them down, Firſt vnderſtand, it is not god 
tolet your hoſe ride any match till he be paſt 6. peres olde, 
and ful 7. foʒ till then he commeth not fo his full frength, 
growth and perfection. Secondly note, that accozding as 
your Pozſes diſpoſition is, ſo make pour match, oz els wil⸗ 
fully be a loſer 2: wherfoze if you find him dead ſlow, that is 
of little ſpede,yet wonderfull true t tough, then make your 
match to follow the dogs ſo long as you can, as till 3.02 4. 
ofthe clock, that in that ſpace von may with earneſt riding, 
and hauing god tr ers to keep your aduerſarie within his 
law, which commonly is a hozſe length o2 two, oꝛ as vou as 
gree,ſofoyle the hozſe thadrydes againſt you, that whe you 
come ta run the Wild-gooſe chaſe, you may haue as much 
ſpeede as he, lohich if you perceine and know your hozſe to 
be true, it then you loſe,impute the faulte ether to bad ry- 
ang, 03 to a falſe iudgement in your hozſes diſpoſition, Fa 
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Alſo in thys match, gette your law in the Mild⸗gooſe 
chaſe , which is moſt vſually twelue ſcoze to bee twentie 
ſcoze, that if your aduerſary chaunce to haue moze ſpede 
then you, pet with pour truth and toughnes, pou map reco⸗ 
uer him: foz that Poꝛſe that lets another ouer⸗runne hym 

twenty ſcoꝛe at the firſt in a wild-goole chaſe, it is pyttie he 
ſhould euer be hunter. 

If pon find your Yozſe to be wonderfull arrand ſwift, 
vet not ſo tough that hee will endure to tople out à dapes 
wozk with extreamity, then woulde J aduiſe pou, not to 
make your match to hunt the Hare after the dogges, but 
rather to runne trayne ſents made with a Catte, in which 
ſtrong ſente a dogge will ſeldome be at defaulte , and the 
longer you conclude ſuch trapnes, to be the better foz vou. 
Alſo the ſhozter lawe you make foz the winning oz looſing 
the match, the better hope vou ſhall haue of winning, and 
withall, ſee you conclude ts haue the leading ofthe firſt 
trapne, all which when you haue agreed vppon, thenchu- 
ſing ſuch earth as your Hoꝛſe may ſhew his ſpeede bppon, 
and hauing the ſwilteſt and beſt ſented dogs pou can gette, 
gyuing them as much ſpace befoze you as you can, trye i 
you can winne the match with a winde, of which if von 
2 1 is vour match in great * if your aduerſarie 

e fong 


Wherefo2e ſ&ing that your ſpcede faples, then loyter 


after, andkeepe pour oꝛſe as freſh as vou tan, that com⸗ 
ming to the Wild-gooſe chaſe, taking the leading, ſec il 
with lyppes and turnes vou can faple him that rydes a- 
gainſt vou. In which flpppes, the cunning of the Yozſe- 
man mult as much avayle as the goodnes of the hoꝛſe: and 
ſoꝛ that thoſe ſlyppes ſhew both a ready Moꝛſe, and an arti 

ficiall Ryder, J will teache you heere how to do them. 
The Wild-gooſe chaſe being ſtarted, in which the hind⸗ 
moſt Hoꝛſe is bound to follow the fozmoſt, and you hauing 
the leading, hold a hard hand of your Yozſe, and make hym 
gallop ſoftly at great caſe, infomuch, that perceining your 
aduerſary 
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aduerſatie ſtriue to take the leading from pou, [ſuffer him to 
come ſo neere pou, that his Hoꝛſes bead may well nye touch 
your Yozſes buttocke, which when you ſee, clappe pour left 
ſpurre in your hoꝛſes fide, and wheele tim ſuddainlie halle 
about on pour right hand, and then take him vp againe, till 
ſuch time that he be come to you againe: thus may vou dev 
ol eyther hand which you will, and in neuer a one of theſe 
turnes, but you ſhall thꝛow hem that rides agapnſt pou, at 
leaſt twenty oz thirty yardes behind you, (o that whilſt you 
ride at your eaſe, he ſhall be foꝛſt continuallp fo tome vp to 
you vpon the ſpurres, mn wearie the beſt Yozſe in 
the wozld, 

If your Moꝛſe be both ſwift and tough, yet thicke win⸗ 
ded, that is that he cannot runne long with a winde, but ik 
he want ſtaies oz ſobbes, that he will fainte and peeld, then 
your beſt play is, vtterly to refuſe the Mild⸗gooſe chaſe, 
and onely to make your triall after the dogges, tho fuch 
tryals be the longer in making. Theſe-neceſſarie helpes in 
matching beeing dulie conſidered, and hauing made your 
match with god diſcretion, p2ouiding alwaies to haue a 
moneth foz the keeping of your Yozſe, you you then thus 
oder and diet him, 

Firſt, beholving your hoꝛſe to be luſtie and full of lyfe, 
haning a cheerefull countenaunce, willing to play in pour 
hand, and perteiuing by pour fozmer labour, that hee is in 
reaſonable caſe foz ozdinary hunting, yet not ſo verie pure 
and cleane as he ſhould be foꝛ a match, foz the leaſt imper⸗ 
fection that may be in his body, is the loſſe of the wager, 
and foza man to keepe him in p temper all the peere, were 
burt to coſtlie, and to little purpoſe, ſith a man may alwaics 
in a monethes ſpace, (if be be any thing cleane) make him 
itte foz a match: then foz the firſt werke, feede him moſt 
what vpon that bꝛeade befoze pꝛeſcribed, and let him hane 
Dates but now and then foz change ol meate, yet let hym 
haue ſuch ſtoze of them both, that he may alwaies hane the 
one oz the other lying in the vo befoze him. It {aging 

edde 
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Fedde him in the mozning, you fiude any at noone,ſweepe if 
away, and gine it to ſoms other Poſe, and giue him frech, 
fo likewiſe do either at euening oꝛ night, oz at other times. 
Foz this firit werke and the ſeconde, looke that you hunte 
pour Yozle very ſoze, and giue him ſtrong ſcowzings : of 
which ſcowzings, ſiih there be diuers of ſundzy natures 
and operations, J will befoze J goe any further, ſette 
them downe together with they2 vertues, wiſhing peu to 
apply them thereafter, leaſt in miſtaking of them as ma⸗ 
nie doe, pou rather hurte then p2ofite pour Hoꝛſe. 

Therekoꝛe firſt, as touching theſe two ſcow2ings befoze 
mentioned, the one of Yemp-ſcede,the other Roſemary and 
butter. Theſe two are all of the eaſieſt, foz they ſearch no⸗ 
thing ofthemſelues , but onely purge away ſach matter as 
is befoze diſolued. As they purge the body, ſa they perfume 
the head, open the pypes,and:make cleere paſſage fo; wind, 
therefoze they be the belt fp2 fat hoꝛſes. 

There is another, which is Garlike ffampt and lapt in 
rowles of Butter, and ſo giuen to the Yozſe : this ſcowzing 
onely purgeth the bead, bzcaketh fleame , and pꝛeſerues a 
Pozſe from any diſeaſe that commeth ok colde : therefoze it 
is to be gyuen to a Hoꝛſe that is eyther thicke winded , 0; 
ſubien to take cold. Butter and Saunders minglen toge⸗ 
ther and made in pellets, is of the ſame vertue that this is, 
and woꝛketh the ſame effect, onely it is of moe ſtrength 
and fozce , Then is there Salletoyle and Mylke mingled 
together, and fo iuke⸗ warme to be giuen to a Pozſe, thys 
purgeth the ſtomacke t entrailes of all groſſe matter, and 
molten greaſe, therefoze it is good foza fatte hozſe. Aiſc 
ſome vle to giue this ſcowʒing to a Boꝛſe that is newe ta: 
ken from graſſe, as ſoone as hee is bꝛought into the houſe, 
Allo there is Sallet⸗ople and Muſkadine to be gyuen toge- 
ther, this is of the ſame vertue that Sallet-oyle and Mille 
is, ſaue that it is ſame-what-moze comfoztable , foz as it 


purgeth, ſo it ſtrengtheneth, therefoze it is to be ts a 
icke and weake Voꝛle. N42 2

Ik you gine a Yozſe Puſfer-ſ#de in bis pꝛouender, it 
is very good, foz though it clenſeth the ſtomack little 03 
nothing, yet it purgeth the heade exceedinglp: therefoze to 
be vſed fo the ſame Yozſes vou vſe Butter oz Garlike, 

Laſtlp, and the chæfeſt ſcowzing of all, is this. Take 
the leaues of Bore, and dzy them at the fire till you map 
cruſh them in peeces, tben mingle with them Weimſtone 
beaten to powder, and gius it your hozſe in his pꝛouen - 
der, vet very diſcreetly, as by little and little at once, leaſt 
your Yoaſe take a loathe at it, and ſo refuſe it. This pur⸗ 
geth the heade, ſtomacke and entrailes, of all manner of 
filthines, leauing nothing that is vnſounde oz vncleane: it 
tureth the cold, it killeth the woꝛmes, grubbes, oz bots in a 
hoꝛſe, and it neuer aba teth, but increaſeth courage x fleſhe. 
Therefoze it is to be giuen epiher to foule Moꝛſe 02 cleane 
Hoꝛſe, but chiefely to the cleane dozle, becauſe it will pꝛe⸗ 
ſerue him from any konlene. 

Thus haue I ſette you downe ſundꝛy ſcowzings, with 
their natures, vſe them accozdinly, and you ſhall perteiue 
their vertues. A foztnight of your moneths keeping beeing 
ſpent in ſound hunting, as is afo2eſaid,in which J woulde 
wiſhe you to haue a certaine unowledge of pour Yozſes 
goodnefſe, and haning vſed ſuch ſcow2ings as you finde to 
be fitteſt foz the [fate of your Yozſes body, which when 
you perceiue to leave their wozking, and that there comes 
nothing krom pour hoꝛſe but cleane excraments, without 
greaſe oꝛ filthines, then may you be certaine and well alſu⸗ 
red, that pour hozſe is cleane within, ſounde, and withs 
—_ any manner of imperfection , other of winde 02 dil⸗ 
eaſe; 

Then ſhall you the ſecond foatnight 5 endenour to cons 
tinue the aloꝛeſaid cleannes : and to augment his ſkrength, 
courage, and abilitie,you ſhall fo2 this foztnight, make him 
Bꝛeade in this manner. Take ol Beanes a ſtrike, of Oat⸗ 
meale two AN r two 1710 wo of Rye,tws 
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All theſe being ground together and finclie ſiffed, let it 


be knoden with new ale, the Barme and all being beaten 
together in the fatte. Jf you put the whifes of Cages into 


it, it will be the better, and the moze whoiſome foz the hoz⸗ 


ſes winde. Theſe being well knoden together, let them foz 
an houre oz there abouts, lye in the kneading tubbe, that it 
may haue time to ſwell : then let it be wzought vp and ba- 
ked in great loanes. 

Mith this Bꝛeade and with Dates , ſ& that you feede 
your Yozſe extreamelp, euen ſo much as hee will cate , Ag 
foz his exerciſe let it be thus: foure oz five times in a werke, 
let him goe foozth on hunting, pet in any caſelet him not 
galiop , eſpecially to ſtraine himfelfe aboue twiſe a week at 
the moſt , Ir he be ſuch a kettie hozſe that you'percetue he 


- feedeth to faſt, and that you feare he will were purſie, then 


may vou once oz twice a weeke, about foure a clecke in the 
evening , after you haue trotted after the Bountcs all day, 
ſending vour Youndes home, bzeake into a mayne chaſe 
with your Yole , and ſo giue him a good ſounde ſweate, 
which ſo ſoone as you haue given, then taking him vp both 
in good luſt and courage, walke him ſoftly vp and downe, 


ſometimes trotting; ſpmetimes racking, till von haue told 


bim well, and then carrie him home and ſette hin vp in the 
ſtable. 

In this wile ererciſe your Pozſe fill it be within thzee 
dayes of your. match, during which thzee daies , let your 
Yozſe take his ref ; ſane. that you may if vou will, walke 
him foozth to gette him a ſtamacke if it faile him; as it is 
likelie it will : becauſe fo2 thoſe th2ce dayes, you muſt night 
and day watch with him, making him fo cate all the meate 
he eates, out of your hand. And when he bath eaten a little, 
offer him a little diſh full of water to dzinke,; and then gyue 
bimmoze bzeade , then offer him moze water, and in thys 
manner fcede him till he be full. Then let him take his reſt 
and lye-downe,andgalwates when he riſeth de the like, and 
in this ſozte feede him till his match dap: pꝛouided alwaies 


that

that pon let hym haue Hay in his Racke , and let hym be 
ee the Fielde, bequeathing the reſt to God, and good 
tune. 


CHAP. 4. 


The ſecretes and arte of trayning, and dyeting the Horſe 
for a courſe: which we commonly call 
running Horſes, | 


7 = E difference betweene the Punting-hozte 
l bekoze mencioned, and the Yozfe foz a courſe 
Vis great, therefoze the arte of moze eſtæme, 
N ; land the ſecretes moze woozthy diſcloſing, 

— The firſt, (which is the Yunting-bozſe) hath 
his vertue, conſiſting in long and wearie tople, this other 
in quicknes of ſpeede and ſuddaine furie. And as the one re⸗ 
quireth a whole day foz bis tryall, ſo this other in compari- 
ſon, muſt diſpatch ina moment. Foz the chopce of pour 
running Voꝛſe, it nothing differeth frõ your hunting, ſaue 
that von may diſpence with ſundzy faults in this Hozſe foʒ 
a tourſe, which may not be follerable in a Punting⸗hoꝛſe, 
as fo example. It your Yozſe be long and loſelp made, that 
is, not ſo ſhoꝛt and cloſely knit together as a Hunting hoꝛſe 
ſhould be, pet foz a courſe he may be excellent, and in ſhozte 
races ſhow great ſwiftnes, Alſo if hee be ſmall lymbde and 
weakelp ijoynted, although theſe faults J vtterly diſalowe, 
and miſlike , vet ſhall pou find many Pozſes of wonders 
ful ſperde, to entertaine theſe inürmities. 

Nowe, when you haue a Hoꝛſe, whoſe ſhape, counte⸗ 
naunce, and demeanure, p: omiſeth aſſurance of great ſwift⸗ 
neſſe, and you addicted onely to that pleaſure oz exerciſe, in 
this ſozt ſhall vou trayne and bzing him thereunto , Firlk 
being faire and fatte taken from the graſſe, oz bought in 
| theHarket, ſe that in all poynts you diet, dzefſe and _ 
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him, as is befoze.pzeſcribed foz pour Yunting-hozſe.þ two 


firſt moneths; onely let his exereiſe not be thereaffer, but in 
this manner. 


Enery moꝛning and enening, ride him into ſome fapze 


Peddowe, Moze o2 Heath, and there fo2 halfe an howze 


gallop him gently vpon the hand euen ſo ſoftly as you can 


poſſibly make him ſette downe his feete: but if he be ſo fu⸗ 


rious that he will not gallop at his eaſe, but with to great 
vehementie, then ſhall you make him gallop tenne yardes, 
then trotte as much, and in this ſozt gallopping one while 
and trotting another, exerciſe hun, till hee vnderftanding 


your minde,fall of þimſelfe to a gentle, light, and eaſie kind 


of gallop: which attained to, pꝛadiſe him therein foz two 
moneths, not by any meanes putting him to matter of 
fo2ce o2 extreamitie,no2 euer ſuffering him to vnderſtande 
bis owne ſpeede: but that all he dooth, he may do with luſt, 
tourage and ſtrength, ſtill pꝛeſſing and ſtriuing ta do moze 
then he doth. The benefit of thts exerciſe is this: the ground 
being ſo plaine, ſmooth, hard 4+ firme, without eyther feare 
ol ſtumbling 02 doubt of too great tople, and pour labour 
ſo moderate, vour hozſe ſhal learne a trus nimble ſtroke, and 
withall, ſo couch his body thereunto.,. that when von ſhall 
neuer ſo little foʒce him, he will lanch out himſelfe in ſuch 
wonderſall manner, that what Wrength and nature may 
poſſibly bꝛing to palle, arte ſhall aſilt 1 in the bighell degres 

- Whereas, if you ſhould exerciſe him vpon onerthwarts 
and deepe groundes; firſt as the tople would be fo weari⸗ 
ſame, that faz want of eaſe hee would rather lopter then en⸗ 
creaſe in ſwiftnes, ſo would the vacertaintie, and vneuen⸗ 
nefſe of the earth ſo alter and bzeake his ſtroke. that not fin⸗ 
ding meanes to lay his body to his length, oz to launch out 
bis legges ta the aduantage of great ſpeede, hee ſhall bee 
made to frame himſelle to a ſhoꝛt idle gallop, which albeit 
he may be able long to endure, vet will it be ſo flow, that it 


N panũt fo; _— courſe, Some map make 
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aunſwere vnto me, and ſap: that fozaſmuch as J inſtrua 
them vpon the plaineſt gronndes, not to excede the ſloweſt 
gallop that may be, that thereby J ſhall as wel wonte mp 
Pozſe to idlenes and to a ſhozt ſtroke , as if J did exerciſe 
him on the derpeſt ozcthwarts, 

Py reply is this: vpon the faire plaine grdunds, gallo⸗ 
ping my Hoꝛſe at this eaſe, ik at anp time J lift (as manie 
times it muſt be done) to make him ſpzing info ſome good 
round ſpeed, J ſhall both find the grounde ſo fit foz the pnr⸗ 
pole, and my Hozſes willingnes ſo great, that the moze J 
offer, the moze he ſhall deſire : where on the other parte, if 
bpon ozethwarts J ſhall.offer it, nepther will the grounde 
ſerue, vnleſſe a man will wilkullp bꝛeake his neck, noz long 
can the Yo2ſes ſfrength endure it, be hee ge neuer ſo great 
ability. Yauing trained pour hoꝛſe in this ſoꝛt cucning and 
mozning; foz the ſpace of two Moneths, keeping him in god 
hunting dyet , and finding his ſperde and towardnes to en⸗ 
creaſe, as there is no doubt but it wil, then being at the leaſt 
fire yeres old, you map aduenture to courſe him moze tho⸗ 
rowly. And ik epther pleaſure oz neceſſity bꝛge pou , epther 
runne bell courſe, oz wager, If pon do make any matche, 
baue great reſpect to the nature x pꝛopertie of your Yozſe, 
los it vou excede his ability, there is no doubt but you (hall 
looſe wilfully : therefoze in this manner regard it. If pour 
Hoꝛſe be quick, hote and firie, then is it impoſſible he ſhould 
be tough, hard and durable, wherefoze foz him, the ſhoztcr, 

harder and plainer your courſe is, a great deale the better. 
Pet il it haue as we tearme the, either inwithes, vpwithes 
02 downwithes, that is, either running within the ſide of a 
bil, climbing vp a bil, oz deſending down a hil, it much auai⸗ 
leth, as wel faz reconery of his wind, as the maintenaunce 
ol his ſtreugth and courage. Foz a hote Hoꝛſe that runnes 
of an euen leuell, vnleſſe he be excædinglp ftraite helde in, 
will not.onely ſpende himſelfe too outragiouſly , but alſo 
hen bymlelfe ont of winde wilfully, which once too farre 


is ina courſe very hardly recouered: * 
aue 


* 
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baue epther diſcent oz clymbing, nature teacheth hym as 
well to be his owne fanourer, as arte in his Ryder to bee 
his Gauer noz. If your hoꝛſe be ſtill and heauie of himſelfe, 
low, ſtarfing.alwayes rather crauing. then oft of fre-will 
offering, ſuch hozſes J ſay bee tough, ſtrong, and durable, 
oz els foz nothing but a Colliers coale-ſack p;ofitable,wher 
foze fog ſuch hozſes, the long, deepe, and tedious courſe, is 
moſt auailable, becauſe what want of ſpeede looſeth, trueth 
and toughnes may recouer. Yanging made a match, be als 
waies well aduiſed to reſerue a moneth at the leaſt to dpet 
and make pour hoꝛſe fit in: nay, if be haue not beene befoze 
in dyet fo2 a conrſe,if vou reſerue ſixe weekes,it ſhal be bet⸗ 
ter, becauſe a hozſe newly entred into ſo ſtrickt a dyct, will 
foz the firſt foztnight mourne, and fall away exceedingly, 
that a month will be little enough to reconer his ſtrength, 
and bꝛing him to abſolute perfection: wherefoze foz his dyet 


and keeping, let it be in thys manner. 


Firſt looke vppon him, and as neere as you can by his 
dunge, thicknes of his ribbe, cleannes of his chaule, and o⸗ 
ther cxternall parts, tudge in what temper and ſtate bys 
body ſtandeth, and howe farre hee is cyther out of caſe 02 in 
caſe,fo2 the running ot a courſe. Some hozſes will tunne 
beſt when they be hie and full of fleſhe, which is the wozſlt 
and leaſt to be truſted ; others.when they be but in indiffe⸗ 
rent caſe,and ſomewhat pone to loke vpon, which is þ beit, 
and molt to bee eſteemed : of which of theſe kinds your 
bozſe is of, your experience in the frayning maſt gine you 
knowledge. As foz them both they haue but one manner of 


dyet, ſaue that you muſt haue this care, if hee that runneth 


hie be pooze, then muſt you in bis dyet pamper him, and get 
him info laſt and ſtrength, making bim to endure no moze 
labour then you are fozced vato foz pꝛeſeruation of hys 
wind: and let your ſtrongeſt ſcowzing be a ſweet maſhe of 
Maulte, which as it ſcowzeth, ſo it ſtrengthneth and com- 
fo2teth, to him you may ſpareſweats and night enge! 
any other thing that abateth his ſtrength oz fleſh. 


If

If that hoꝛſe which runneth beſt lowe and poꝛe, be hye 
and fatte , then to him muſt you vſc the contrary meane, 
which meane J will exp;eſſe in a larger manner, ſhewing 
the true arte of dyeting in him, becauſe hee craueth all the 
helpes that may be: wiſhing you fo vſe the ſame manner 
to all running Yozſes of what nature ſoener , onely reler⸗ 
uing to pour diſcretion,matters ofertreamity. 

Hauing therekoze made pour match, and falicn ſuch 
ſufficient time as in good diſcretion (ſhall be requiſite, enter 
well into the conſideration of the ſfate of your Yozſes bo⸗ 
die, which finding to be ſtrong, ful of luff, and couragious, 
thꝛough his great fatnes: yet by that meane ſo purſie, ket⸗ 
tie, and thick winded, that he cannot ſhow that wonderfol 
ſped and godnes Which otherwiſe he would demonſtrate, 
thus enter him into his dyet. Firſt next his ſainne, lay a 
faire lynnen ſheete, becauſe Yo2ſes naturally loue to bee 
ſweetly kept, and the moze neate they are, the moze pꝛoude 
and pleaſing to themſelues : nert the cheete. lay a blankette 
0, two, and ouer them a houſing cloth of Canuas oz ſacks 
cloth, binde theſe cloſe befoze your Yozſes bꝛeaſt, and then 
gy2d them on witha Surſingle, ſtopping it rounde about 
with little wiſpes. 

Typs done , let pour ſfable wherein hee ſfandeth, bee 
made darke, cloſe and warme, hauing continually great 
ſtoze of lytfer lying about him, the reaſon fo2 theſe foze 
mencioned things is this. Firlt fo; the lynnen ſheete, as if 
is neate and pleaſing to the Hoꝛſe, ſo if carricth this com- 
| modify, when nature (hall ſo vehementlp ſtriue in the 
beaſt, as what though his extreame fatneſſe , vnuſuall 
warme keeping, and continuall reſt, hee ſhall, (as many 
times he wil) bꝛeake into great ſweats, inſomuch as when 
pou come to him, you ſhall find him all of a water, the lin⸗ 
nen being next his ſkinne, euen as the foꝛce of nature ſhall 
leaue his working, ſo will the lynnen dꝛy, and be no kur⸗ 
ther anopance: whereas if the wollen ſhoaide lye next hys 


but 


(kynne, it would not onely fozce him to ſweat vnnatural'y, 
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but alſo fauſter and continue his ſweates, till it turne to 
faintneſſe, and then as the ſweates p2occding of natural 
cauſes, ſtrengtheneth, comfo2teth, and malicth cleane the 


body, (0 thoſe beeing fo:ced, weakeneth, dulleth, andmas 


keth fainte every part and member. 

Foz the many clothes befoze pꝛeſcribed, fhey are fo: 
two cauſes :firft, to be a helpe to nature, andan occaſion 
now and then to [weate as hee lleepeth oz takes his reſt, if 
he be extreame foule , and moſt aboundantly fail ot groſſe 
vmozs : fo; otherwiſe the ſelfe lweates will not chaunce, 
And thys manner of diſoluing theſe vmozs , is moſt natu⸗ 
rail and wholſome. The ſecond cauſe is, a Pozſe becing 


peſtered and as it were loaden with many clothes, when he 


ſhall come to be ſtript naked and eaſed of them, will finde 
bunſelfe ſo light, nimble and deliuer, that in his courſe her 
will ſhew the vttermoſ abilitie he can poſſible. Againe, be⸗ 
ing kept ſo warme in his clothes, when hee is naked, the 
colday2e will bee ſo pearting, that whereas otherwiſe a 
courſe of thꝛee oz foure myle , would thꝛuſt him into an ex⸗ 
treame fainte ſweate, by this meane , ſuch a courſe (hall 
but maintaine a naturall hcate without (weate oz faint- 
nes. Foz the darknes of p ſtable,J haue rehearſed a reaſon 
in the fozmer Chapter, therefoze in this place J will yeldc 
no other but this: becauſe the Yozſe ſhall not diſtinguiſh 
the day from the night, but being kept darke , take his reſt 
in both. My reaſon fo2 the much lytter 3 would haue hym 
continually ſtand vppon, is this. Firſt, becauſe it will de⸗ 


fend him krom the colde dampiſhnes ol the carth, which is 
wonderfull vnwholſome. 2econdly , becauſe hee ſhall not 


detaine and holde his vzine longer in his bladder then wil- 
lingly nature would, which it he haue lytter vader him, hee 
will not do, but if he want, vndoubtedly hee will: becauſe 
ro" Yozſes will refuſe to piſs vppon the bare plaun⸗ 
chers. 

Laſllp, becauſe it will occaſion him to lye downe and 
take his reſt, when otherwiſe he would not: and hee 3 

wi 
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will expect bis Yozſe ſhould take great toyle abꝛoade, muſt 
pꝛouide that he maꝝ reſt at home. Theſe fozeſayd reaſons 
being well conſidered, yon ſhall conſequently ſee that the 
Maunger wherein your Yozſe feedeth, be kept ſweete and 
cleane without duſt, filth, oz any other excrament of vn⸗ 
tleanneſſe. 

Alſo haue regard that his Nack be cleane, without cob⸗ 
webbes o2 other anorance,and that there be not any Pud⸗ 
wall ncere him to byte oz gnaw vppon. Foz his ozdinarie 
meate in his Kacke, it ſhall be nothing but Wheate ſtraw 
well th2etht, giuen by a ſheafe at once, mozning and eue⸗ 
ning: and thus much foz theſe gener all things, now foz o⸗ 
ther particuler matters, they ſhall enſue in oꝛder. 

Firſt, when you come to pour Yozſe in the mozning, 
(which would be if hee be a very fatte hozſe, an bowꝛe oz 
two befoze day, if leane, not befoze Sunne-riſe, ik neither 
fatte noz leane, then after day, and befoze ſanne-riſe,) put 
your bande vnder his clothes, and fcele about his flancke 
and rybbes, whether hee be wette oz dzy, that is, whether 
he haue ſweat that night in his clothes oz no, if you finde 
be haue and is not fully dzy, then leaue him, and let hem 
reſt vntill ſuch time as naturally bee dzy of bimſelfe. I hee 
be dzy ere you come, oꝛ haue not ſweat that night, then ſ& 
that his clothes be well gyzt about him, and take a bzydle 
and ſnaffle, the ſnaffle beeing waſht eyther in Beere oz 
Ale, and hauing bzid'ed him, leade him foꝛth in your hand 
tothe height o* ſome Yyll ; and there walke him vppe and 
downe foz the ſpace of an howze oꝛ moꝛe, not by any means 
pulling 02 compelling him to lead, but ſuffering him to goe 
bow and which way he liſt. 

Ik pee offer to ſtande ſtill, ſtand vou ſtill with him, if hee 
ofker to goe, goe vou, it be conet to lye downe, do not hinder 
bim, but in all you can further him thereunfo, and with 
the bꝛydle (if hee cannot) help him to tumble ouer and ouer. 
If be be deſirous to play,run vp and down, and ſkope with 
him in your hand: and thus in all things follow his * 
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that he map vnderſtand he commeth abꝛoad, not fo do pour 
will, but his own, ik he be ſtond, lead him where ſome other 
PVozſe hath dunged bekoze, and let bpm Tmell thereto, 


which will pꝛelentip make dim to dung himſelfe , by which 


meanes you may empty bis belly at pour pleaſure. After 
pou haue thus waſted an how2e oz little moꝛe, Icade him 
home againe and ſet him vp, this we cal apaing of a Bozſe, 
the reaſon and p2ofit whereof followeth. 

To a fatte Boꝛſe that is apꝛed befoze day (thzough the 
charpnes ofthe apze, cold dew, and diſcomis2t by want of 
day oꝛ ſunne⸗ſhine,) it abateth his fleſh, and dꝛpeth vp pur⸗ 
ſines, it rekceſbeth him ik he be dull, ant cauſeth courage : it 
getteth him a ſtomacke, it greatly increaſeth his wind, and 
addes a great deſire vnto him to runne and ſcope. If he be 
leane, and apꝛed in the pleaſantnes of the mozning & fapꝛe 
ſunne⸗ſhine, it pꝛouoketh pleaſure , and maketh a Hozſe 
pꝛoude in himſelfe: by reaſon whereof his ſkrength (which 
want of fleſh decapeth) is the ſooner recouered. Foꝛ as ap⸗ 
ring befoze day diminiſheth fleſh, lo this augmenteth, it ke- 
peth him from lothing his meate, fo that you can hardlie 


clop him, but hys ſtomacke will be readp to receine meate 


as oft as pon offer it him: which is the chieleſt thing to bee 
regarded in a running Hozſe, becauſe they will oꝛdinarilie 
take ſuch loathings to their meate, p they will refuſe what 
euer you make pꝛoffer of, and is no way to be remedied but 
by apzing: this kinde ofayzing helpeth the Yozſes winde, 
and giues him deſire to endure labod. 

If pour Hoꝛſe be in good ſtate of body, neyther fo fatte 
no; to leane , then the ayzing him after day and befoze ſun⸗ 
riſe, ſha!lkepe him in that ſtate, and neither abate noz in 
creaſe his fatneſſe,but onely help his wind, pꝛelerue his ſto⸗ 
macke, and make him willing to endure his courſe the bet⸗ 
ter. Being apꝛed and ſette vp, after his legs haue been wcll 
rubd and chafed, vnbꝛidle him, aud giue him the quantity of 
a penny wheaten loafe, oz as your diſcretion ſhal rule you, 
(foz in theſe quantities your owne witte mult be your go⸗ 

uernour) 
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nernour) of that bꝛeade which is laſt pꝛeſcribed foz your 
Punting-hozſe in the foꝛmer Chapter, which as ſone as he 
hath eaten, leaue him ſweet UWiheat-ſtraw in his rack,ſhut 
vp your table windowes and the dwze, and let him reſt till 
it be twelue 02 one ofthe tlocke in the afternoone, at which 
time, after you haue put away his doung q made pour ſta⸗ 
ble cleane, bnclothe him, and drefſc him as is befoze expꝛeſ⸗ 
ſed in the fozmer Chapter, and then clothe him vp again as 
he was befoze : haning due regard, that during the tyme he 
is naked, you let him not and ſtill, but be wozking 62 do- 
ing ſomewhat about him: foz whilſt a Yozſe doth epther 
ſturre himſelfe, oz bath his Keeper labouring about him, ſo 
long the Yozſe will neuer take cold. 

Mhen vou haue finiſhed pour dzcfſing , leade him ont 
in pour hand to the water, and let him dzinke his fill. Now 
fo that there is great diuerſitie in waters, as namcly (ome 
{mal ſome ſtrong, ſome feeding; ſome ſcowꝛing. J wil ſhew 
you mbich water is foz which Yozſe . Firſt fo2 the fat hozſe 
the ſmalleſt water is beit, as that whoſe ſpꝛing 1Kneth from 
the Rocke, and runneth vppon ſtone o2 peeble, which to the 
eye is pure and cleere as Chʒiſtall. Foz the !eane.Yozſe the 
ſtrongeſt water is good, as that which runneth from ſome 
dunghill, oz that which iſſueth from ſome common ſewer, 
ſoit be refind and \weetned by his courſe ol running, 02 the 
Riner info which is cat much garbidge, blood, oz other ex⸗ 
craments. 

Foz the Yozſe that is in god tate of body » as nepther 
tofatte noz to leane, a meane betwene theſe. woulde doe 
well, as the ſtanding pond water, which is fedde by a freſh 
ſpzing , oz that which iſſueth from cyther chaulke oz lyme 
ſtone: fo2 that water which Jtearme ſmall , as indede it 
nouriſheth little, it altogether ſcowzeth and clenſethboth 
the body and rapnes, it pzeſerueth a Hoꝛſe from the fone, 
and helpeth paine in the kydneis : yet is it to the. taſte both 
vnpleaſant and vncomfoztable. Thoſe waters J cal ſtrong, 
are n pleaſant, comfoztable, and full ot 9 
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vet beeing taken exceſſiuelp, bzecde many badde bmo2s,ag 
flare of badde blood, head⸗ache, dimneſſe of fight, and great 
purſineſſe. | 

Thoſe wafers which are a meane betwcene theſe two 
extremities, are the beſt, and moſt wholſomelt , therefoze 
to be had moſt in ble, and p other two put as phiſicke helpes 
in time of neede onely. And thus much touching waters 
particulerly, now in generall thus. The leſſe water pour 
Yozſe dzinketh, the better, ſo that nature thzough to much 
dꝛought be not inflamed : foz by dzinking you map kill pour 
Hoꝛſe, by want pon can neuer hurt him. And ſith Jam 
thus karre entred into the treatiſe of water, J will in gene⸗ 
rall ſhewe the diſcommodities that growe, by letting your 
Yozſe dzinke vnaduiſedly. 

Firlt, if befoze you courſe pour hozſe,you let him dzink, 
in his courſe you ſhall not onely hazard the bꝛeaking of bys 
winde, but alſo aſſuredly endanger the incoꝛding 02 bur- 
ſting him. Beſides, in ſuch a caſe, hee can neither ſhowe 
ſpeede, trueth, no any goodnes. If after he bath courſt and 
is hote, youlet him dzinke, you ſhall epther tounder him in 
his bodie, (which is a moztall diſeaſe,) oz els ſo ſuddainlie 
coole his greaſe, that it will clap to bis hart, and c!oy him 
ſo, as eyther he will die inſtantly, oꝛ els conſume and waſt 
away in ſhozt time after: which manner of death, vnſkil- 
full Yozſemen attribute to guiltleſſe diſeaſes , therefoze in 
ſuch a caſe, there is no other remedy but ſtrong ſcowzings 
and comfo2table Maſhes. 

If after you haue courſt your Yozſe, and refted hym 
twoo2 thꝛee howzes, you then in the houſe giue him colde 
water, vou ſhall ſo fozce him to quiuer and ſhake, that hee 
will bee in daunger ofa Feuer oz wozſe infirmitie, which 
ſhaking, if at any time you ſee your hoꝛſe vſe, immediatly 
take his backe, and trotte him vppe and downe till her bee 
warme, oꝛ els with a good rodde in the ſtable, chafe him 


till he leane trembling, And thus mnch foz the diſcommo⸗ 
ditte of water. 


Now 
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Now fo returne backe tomy purpoſe, after pour Poꝛſe 
hath dꝛunke and is ſette vp againe , his legges beeing well 
chaft and rubd , let him and halfe an howꝛe vpon his b:y- 
dle, which time being expired, gyue him the like quantitie 
of bꝛeade as pau did in the moꝛning: 02 ik peu find he eateth 
his bzeade with no good appetite, you may giue him ſiue oz 
ſire handfuls of Dates, well duſted and ſifted in a fine ſine, 
ſuffering him ſo to reſt till ſiue of the clocke in the euening. 
At flue of the clocke come to him, put away his doung with 
your fate, and giue him of bꝛead oz Dates, which pou find 
be hath moſt mind? vnto, as you ſhall percetue, by offering 
him firſt a little of the one, and then ofthe other, ſuch lyke 
quantity as is befoze pꝛeſcribed: vppon which let him reit 
till it be two oꝛ thꝛe howzes within darke night, at which 
tyme bꝛydle him vppe, and leade him fo2th to ay2e, dooing 
in all poynts as you did in the mozning , laue that as in the 
moꝛning vou leade him to the height ofa Byll, fo in the e⸗ 
uening, you muſt leade him vnto the valley neere the edge 
of ſome running Ryuer , where he may receiue the apꝛe of 
the colde water, whichis ſharpe and pearcing , wozking 
many good effects in your Yozſe , Zhys manner ofayzing 
is fo2 the fatte Hoꝛſe. 725 

The leane Yozſe would be apꝛed halfe an howze oz an 
howze befoze Sunne⸗ſette. The Hoꝛſe who is in god ſtate 
of body, would be ay2ed after Sunne-ſcfte , and befoze day 
part, The reaſons fo2 which, are beſoze dylated. Nowe afs 
ter pou haue b2zought your Yozſe in from ay2ing, and haue 
thafed his legges well, giue him the fozmer quantitie.of 
bꝛead, and ſo let him reſt till the next moꝛning, obſeruing 
to ſpende all the nert day in euerp poynt like this. It map 
be obiccted to mee by ſome of our ſtricte Rerpers, as 3 
| knowe dpuers of that mynde , that thys manner of dpet 
is to groſſe, and that it will rather nouriſhe then any way 
diminiſh glutte, fatte , and pur ſineſſe: yet when they ſhall 
with good iudgement confidcr the want of Pay , and the 
extremity of his earelie and late apzinges, and way them 
in 
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in equall ballance with his fode, they ſhall finde it no deale 
at all too much, | 

Pauing therefoze ſpent two dapes in this ſozf, the thyꝛd 
mozning in ſtedde ot ayzing him, leade him in his cloathes 
to the place appointed foz his courſe, where when you come 
to the fake let him ſmell vnto it, and if he will (as many 
will couet) let him rubbe himſelfe thereon, and ſo leade him 
fo the place of Carte, obſeruing fo leade him with great lep⸗ 
ſure & care,fozcing him as much as you can, both to doung 
and ſfale, If all the way vou leade him he refuſe to ſtale, 
then being come to the place of fart, vnloſe his ſurſingle, 
and bꝛeake all the wiſpes vpon the ground vnder his belly, 
then by whiſtling gently with your mouth, pꝛocure him to 
ffale, which vndoubtly-he wil do inftatly,ifye haue not piſt 
immediatly befoze.When he hath piſt, vnbind his clothes, 
and thꝛuſt them back with your hand euen ko his buttocks, 
and ſo gird on your ſaddle : then doo pour ſelfe piſſe in your 
Pozſes mouth, which will giue him occaſion to wozke and 
rpde with pleaſure, and ſo gette vp info the ſaddle, 

In which when you are ſeated, let ſome perſon fo2 that 
purpoſe appointed, (who hauing a ſpare Yozſe to carry 
pour Yozſes clothes after him,) tryppe the cloathes from 
bis buttocks, of which when he is diſburthened, fay2e and 
gently ſtart hym in his courſe, and make him runne it oner 
couragiouſly and ſpeedily . Mhen you are come ts the ende 
of your courſe , turne pour Yozſe gently about, and bꝛing 
bhym to the fake: where let him a little pauſe and ſmeil a⸗ 
while , to gine him vnderſtanding that there is the pꝛefixed 
end of hys labour, fo which knowledge hee will attaine in 
ſhoꝛt ſpace, That done, gallop him gently as map bee, fo 
miete the man who bꝛingeth hys clothes, which pꝛelentlie 
th;zow vpon him, and gyꝛde them with the ſurſingle, then 
1 00 vpon hys backe, pace him gently home to the ſta⸗ 

Where when von haue ſette him vp, let his legges and 
bids be well rubd, but no cloth remoned, then Cop the ſur⸗ 
ſingle round abaut with great wiſpes, and ſo being tyed in 


hes 
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þys bꝛidle fo the Kacke , and hauing gad ſtoze of lytter vn⸗ 
der him, let him ſtande thꝛee howzes, oꝛ two houres and a 
halfe at the leaſt, at the ende of which time tome vnto him 
and vnbꝛidle bim, making him eate out of pour hande two 
oz thꝛe handfuls of Wbeate eares, of that kind of Wheat 
which we call Pollard Wheate ,- becauſe it is without 
aunds, that is, not bearded, 

When hee bath eaten them, offer him a Palhe luke⸗ 
warme, made of ground Maulte and water, being both 
werte and ſtrong, which when he hath dꝛunke off, depart 
from him, and let him reſt. At one 02 two of the clocke in 
the after noone, come vnto him, and ik hee be thozowe dp, 
and the ſweat hard baked vppon his hapꝛe, let him be vn⸗ 
clothed, curried, rubd, and trimd, and ſo clothed vp againe 
warme as he was befoꝛe, giuing him a god quantitie of 
b;ead fo eate, and foz that day no water at all, becauſc hys 
Palhe muſk ſerue in ſtedde of it, and a Hoꝛſe foz a courſe, 
is neuer to dzinke but once in fwenty-foure howzes, Thys 
done , let him reſt fill within an howze of ſunne⸗ſette, at 
which time leade him foꝛth to ay;e foz two cauſes , the one 
becauſe conſidering his courſe in the mozning which was 
fall of tople and labour, it is neccſſary that in his apꝛʒing he 
take ſome pleaſure, leaſt wonted altogether to things vn⸗ 
comfoztable , his courage decay, and he grow dull and vn⸗ 
ſpꝛitie: ſecondly, that you map baue great reſpec to hys 
dung, and whether be vopde any greaſe oꝛ no, which if hee 
doth , then may you be well aſſured of his extreame fouls 
neſſe, and alſo vnderſtand, that your laſt ccurſe dyd pour 
Hozſe great pꝛolit. 

Hauning ended your ay2ing and ſette him vppe, gyne 
him both Bꝛead and ſweet UWheat-ſtraw, letting him reſt, 
and as you ſpent theſe thzc dayes, ſo ſpende your firſt fozt- 
night; at the end whercof, you ſhall come to haue almoſt an 
abſolnte knowledge touching the ſtate of pour Moꝛſes boy 
dy, if you will be circumſpect and dilligent, as an excellent 
Keeper ought to be. 
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Ik you perceiue by this fozt-nights ſpending, that your 
Dozſe is reaſonably cleane within, ſounde, ſfrong, and de⸗ 
ſirous to endure his courſe, yet thzough ſome little purſineg 
and ſtraitneſſe of winde, what his harte in willingneſe 
would perfozme, want of abilitie hindereth, then in his ſe⸗ 
cond fo2nights kepe,you ſhalt thus helpe il. 

Firſt let him have Wheatcefkraw in bis Racke as her 
had befoze , alſo obſerue the ſame howꝛes foz his ayzings, 
the ſame time fo2 his feedinges , and the ſame manner of 
dꝛe ſſing and watring him as in the fozmer foztnight : one- 
ly vou thall alter hys fode in this manner, When you giue 
him bzead , let it not be the Bꝛeade mencioned befoze, but 
bake hym a batch in this ſozt, 

Take of fine Datemeale well dzyed , two peckes , of 
Beanes one pecke, of Wheate a pecke, and of Rye a peck, 


let theſe be ground altogether , and well boulted though a 


boulting cloth , kneade thys meale with nothing but newe 
Baͤrme and the whites of Egges, putting therto a pounde 
and a halfe of (wet Butter y hathmot beene potted , Theſe 
beeing well w2ought and laboured together, let it be tho⸗ 
rowly baked in great loaues. Thys bzeade is moze hart 
and ſtrong then the other „ yet it doth not clop and feede (0 
fozeas the other doth. It is quicke ol diſgeſtion, EY a 
Yozſes pppes,andincreaſeth wind. 

Alſo during thrs foztnight, when you bing pour hozle 
from ayzing , you ſhall gyue him hes Oates walht in thys 
manner. Lake two peckes ofthe beſt whyte Dates, and 
let them lye in the ſunne fo2 the ſpace of an howꝛe oz moꝛe, 
which done, lay them betwerne two cleane clothes , and 
with a couple of ſtickes let them be thozowly batten, then 
fanue away the bulles from the Dates , which your bat - 
ting will dꝛiue off, and take the whites ofa dozen oz twen⸗ 
tie Egges, and in thoſe whites waſh your Dates:;. which 
becing thozowly waſht, dzythem agapne in the Sunke, 


and gyue them to your Dozſe accozding as your bilcretion 
plcalcth, 
Ot 
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Dfall foodes belonging to a running Bozſe, thys is the 
lighteſt, fine@, and moſt excellent fo2 hys wind. Ycu may 
alſo if yon pleaſe , (finding your Yozſe groſſe and kettie) in 
the moꝛning befoze you apꝛe him, giue him a new laid cage 
oz two rawe athys mouth, which is very ſoueraine foꝛ a 
foule Yo2le , becauſe it ſcowzeth the ſtomacke, and pꝛotu⸗ 
reth long wind, | 

During thys foztnight, let your Yozſe after encry two 
dapes reſt, haue a courſe, pet in ail, not aboue thzec cours 
ſes that may be ſoꝛe in de&de , and the reſt in a plaping ma⸗ 
ner, not exceeding a good round gallop. After every courſe 
let hem Have a ſweet Maſhe, becauſe that will clenſe and 
ſcowꝛe a wap all ſuch filthines as ſhall by his courſing bee 
diſſolued. If pour Bozſe be epther ſo old that you dare not 
well aduentare to courſe him ſo oft as you would, foz feare 
of decaying hys courage, oz renuing of fozmer ſtrapnes, 
which might bzing hem to lamenes : oꝛ if the weather bee 
ſuch that yon cannot courſe in it, oꝛ there be any other im⸗ 
pediment to hinder thatererciſe , which ſhould bzing your 
Hozſe to perfection, and neuertheleſſe , youare both cont- 
pelled to holde your wager , and alſo find your Yozſe in no 
good temper , vou ſhall then to bzing bym to perfecneſſe, 
grue hym a ſweate in his clothes in the Cable after thys 
manner, 

Fo2lf yon ſhall ſtryppe hym naked, then take a blan⸗ 
ket, and warme it hote againſt the fire, foulding it in many 
fonldes : thys blanket thus heated, w2appe rounde about 
your Hoꝛzſes bodie next hys hart, pynning the ſame verie 
cloſe and ſtrayte, then lay vppon him two oz th2e other 
blankets, and two oz these good thick Couerlets, gyat theſe 
about zym with a Surſingle, and make them faſt and cloſe 
befoze hys bꝛeſt, then ſtoppe the Surſingle rounde about 
with great wiſpes of ſtrawe, and lay him good ſtoꝛe of 
letter vnder hym vppe to the bellie . In thys maner let him 
ſtande a quarter oł an howꝛe, your ſtable beeing made ſo 
cloſe and warme as is poſſible. 
ee. 3 If 
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Ik in that ſpace he beginne not to ſweat} lay ſome moze 
clothes vpon him: if all that do no god, then take him fozth 
of the ſtable, and leape vpon his back, trotting him in ſome 
faire Court oz Cloſe, til he begin to ſweat, and then ſet him 
vp again, and lap a blanket oꝛ two moꝛe vpon him. In this 
manner let him ſweat foꝛ an howze , oz an howꝛe t a halte, 
durin ; which time ſtaud by him, and with a cleanc cloth, 
wipe away the (weat from his kate and necke. When hee 
bath ſweate ſufficicntly, you ſhall cdole him by little and 
little, as firſt taking away one cloth, and then within halle 
a quarter of an howze another: and ſo one after one, til vou 
haue lightned him of diuers, hauing great regarde to haue 
ſome Keper with pon, who with wiſpes and clothes, may 
all the while rub his face, his neck, his belly, and flanckes, 
till with bis rubbing and the abating of his clothes , pe be- 
come to be as dꝛy as ener he was. 

Mhen he is thus dꝛyed, and clothed againe after his vs 
ſuall manner, give him a ſweet Paſhe , and all the day af- 
ter, fede him well with bzcade. Theſe manner ofſweates 
be the onely meanes that may be, to bzing an extreame fat 
Hoꝛſe to tleanneſſe, andthe bye way to bzing a leane hoſe 
to ſuch pouerty, that he will hardly be able to gos. As theſe 
ſweats be violent, and of great foꝛce, ſo to a fat Yozſe that 
hath ſtrength to endure them, they adde ſuchlightnes, agi⸗ 
litie and pleaſure, that they be wonderfull p;ofitable : one 
of theſe \weates, doth take as ſoze of a Yozſe as thzee tour⸗ 
ſes, therefoze the ſeldomer to be vſcd , and the greater care 
to be taken in vſing them, | 

Ik pour Yozſein this foztnight (beeing vnacquainted 
with vet, oz being inwardly hote of himſelle) ſhal pꝛoue ſo 
toſtiue oz bound in his body, that he can either hardly dung, 
oʒ dunge moze hard then pon would have him, which is a 
great ſigne of vnſoundnes, and ficknes to enſue: then to 
remedy that impediment, and pꝛeuent daunger to come, 
you ſhall when pou bꝛing him from apzing, cine him bys 
Dates , waſht in ſtrong Ale, the Ale bieing no moze but 
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dzaynd from them, Thys kind of fode is coole and looſe⸗ 
ning it is ſtrong and hartie, yet doth a little increaſe purſi⸗ 
nes, therefoze moe fitte fo; the leane hozſe then the fatte; 
pet in time of nerd conuenient foz both. 

Ik this waſht meate pꝛeuaile not, but that his coſtiue⸗ 
neſſe continueth, then it (all be neceſſary foz you, to giue 


him that ſcow2ing of Butter and Garlike , mencionedin 


the Chapter of hunting Yozſes, which aCuredly will loſen 
any Yo2ſe, pet but in a reaſonable ſo2t neither. And with⸗ 
all, as it maketh ſolible the body, ſoit purgeth the head of 
impuritie, and increaſeth wind. Pet beware you ſcoure not 
your Hoꝛſe to much, fo2 as to be to extreame coſtiue, is an 
euill ſigne of ſicknes, ſo to be to much loſened, is a ſigne of 
weakenes, therefoze kepe him in an indifferent temper ra⸗ 
ther hard then to ſoft , ſo the collour of his dunge be good, 
which is pale and white, not redde and hie coloured. And 
thus much loꝛ this ſecond foꝛtnight. 

Nowe foz this laſt foztnight , which is all you haue fo 
kepe him in befoze you runne your wager, as I (ayd be- 
foze, ſo hall you now obſerue the ſame howzes fo2ay2ing, 
the lame times fo2 feeding and dzelling him, as ts befoze 
mencioned: onelp his water you ſhall gine at no cerfatne 
time, but alwates when vou feede him, alter hee hath eaten 
alittle , giue him a diſhfull of water, and then let him cate 
againe, and then a little moꝛe water: and in this manner 
let him haue his meate and water together, but haue care 
that hee haue no moꝛe water then to quench thirſt, not to 
glut his greedie nature. 

Foz this foꝛtnight. you ſhall let him haue no Wheafe- 
ſtraw, noz any other thing els in his Racke, and fo2 bys 
heade you ſhall pꝛouide muſſell of Leather, oz Cannas, 
made like a bagge to come oner his mouth, with two holes 
befoze his noſtrels foz fo.receine his winde, which beeing 
made laſt at the toppe of his beade, it will kepe him from 
eating his lytfer, gnawing the Rack, Manger, 02 Malles 
mm * and your ſelfe * aſſured, he eatcth * 
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but what commeth from your owne hands. Into this mul. 
ſell you ſhal put thꝛe oz foure times euerp dap, Annpſœdes 
finely beaten into powder , foz your Hoꝛſe to ſmell vppon, 
andnowe and then to licke on with his tongue , whichig 
both wholſome, pleaſant, andincreaſeth wind. 

Foz thys foztnight you ſhall not by any meancs ſuffer 
bim to eate in the Pariger , becauſe it may vſnally be foule 


and vncleane, although yourubbe it neuer ſo ſoꝛe, but pzos 


mide to haue a tleane bonle , which you map your ſelle dil⸗ 
ligently keepe neate and werte, neyther put all the meate 
be ſhall eate at one tyme into the boulc, foꝛ feare of cloping 


bis exe; and ſo conſcquently his ſtomacke, but put it in bß 


little and little at once. Let his meate foz this foztnight, be 


the bꝛead laſt pꝛeſribed, and Dates wacht in the whites of 


Egges. Courſe him in this fo2tnight as in p fozmer, ſo pou 
be ſure he may haue two whole dapes to reſt in befoze he 
runne foꝛ the wager. | 
Alco the laſt courſe yon gyne him, let it be in his clothes, 
and let him not cxcede a falſe gallop ; nay if hee halfe gal- 
lop, halte trotte, it ſhall not be amiſſe, but pzofifable, foz the 
moze cently pou vſe him that dap, the moꝛe willing he will 
be the nert time to accompliſh pour deſire . Che firſt thing 
pou giue him to eate after enery conrſe, let it be a handfull 
oz to ot Wheate-eares, and a little Muſterdſcede ſpꝛink⸗ 
led vpon them, to purge his head, and occaſion him to neeſe, 
which is very ſoueraine. x 
Ik in this fo2tnight hee ſhall dzy inwardly ,' oz growe 
ſickly, and that you find walht meate pꝛeuaileth not ta re⸗ 
medie him, then you ſhall not by any meanes gyue hym 
any ſcowzing , becauſe whatſocuer entreth into the ſto⸗ 
macke and ſcowzeth downwardgheeing compounded (as 
it muſt be) of thinges in ſome ſozte contrary to nature, 
muſt of fozce weaken and dzaw lowe pour Yozſe, and then 


pou ſhall want ſufficient time to gette him into his fo2mer 


luſt and courage againe : but you ſhall miniſter vnto hym 
a glyſter of Sallet-ople, Pylke , and the decoction 1 — 
| owe 
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lowes , thys wyll dꝛawe hys bodie into good temper , and 
both coole and comfozt him, 


There be ſome Keepers which J knowe, khat in ſuch a 


caſe as this, will gyue theyz:Yozlſe a handfull c2 two of 
th;aſht Nye, 02 if it be at the time of the pere, thꝛe oꝛ foure 
handkuls offozrage , which is the younge grene blades of 
Mheate oz Rye, being ſpꝛung halle afote aboue p ground. 
A diſalo w of ne ther ot theſe, though ſoz myne owne part 
J haue little vſed them: thcrefoze J refcrre the lame to the 
diſcretion of them, which ſhall haue occaſion toimploy 
them. 

In thys foztnight » J woulde no: haue you gyue your 
Hole any ſweat in his clothes in the ſtable, vnleſſe it be at 
the beginning thereof, foz feare lcaſt you thereby dzaw him 


to greater weakeneſſe then you can recouer , During thys 


ſoꝛt⸗night, pon ſhall not let your Vozle cate any cruſtes 
of Bread, as well to auopd filthinelſe, as foz that they bee 
very hard of diſgeſtion, 
Nowe laſtlp, as touching the day in which your Yozſe 
muſt runne foz your wager , thus ſhall yon vſe him. Firſt 
the night befoze , you ſhall gpue him but a very little ſup⸗ 
per, ſo that he may bee paſſing empty in the mozning , on 
which mozrowe haue hym out, andayze him an howze oz 
two befoze dap, taking great care that he emptie himſelfe 
thozowly whilſt he is abꝛoade, then bꝛing him in, and after 
you haue well rubd all his foure legges, and annoynted 
them thozowly , epther with Neates⸗foote ople, Treane 
ople, Shepes-foote ople, oz Lynſede-oyle,all which be the 
moſt excellenteſt oyles that may be foz a hozſe , eſpeciallte 
the two laſt. Then gyue him this foode , fake a god bigge 
pennie white loafe , and cutte the ſame all out into toaſfes, 
and toaſte them againſt the fire, then ſteepe them in Þuſs 
kadine , andlay them betweenehote clothes , and beeing 
layde befoze the fire , dzy them againe, and ſo grue them 
lo pour Yolle. 

Theſe be lo plealant and comfoztable,that your Bozſes 
emptines 
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emptines, (as he mult be wonderfull emptie when bee go⸗ 
eth to bis courſe) ſhalt little agriene him. If vou haue not 
this readp to giue him, if then you gius him halle a peck of 
fine Oatemeale well bye, it ſhall be as good, fo2 though it 
be not ſo pleaſant, yet being ſo-light a ſoode as it is, it will 
both comfozt his ſtomacke, and be ſoone diſgeſted. When 
he bath eaten this, put on his Muſſell, gine him great ſtoꝛe 
of iptter , and vnlooſe his ſurſingle, that bis clothes may 
bang looſe about him, and ſo let htm ſtand to take his reſt, 
till the howze in which he muſt be ledde fozth to runne hys 
wager , not ſuffering any man to come within your table, 
fo2 feare of diſquieting your Hoꝛſe. 

When the howze is come in which you mult lead bim 
out, gy2d on his clothes handſomlie, bzidle him vp, and then 
fake your mouth full of ſtrong Uineger , and ſpy2t it into 
your Hozſes noſtrels, the ſtrength whereof will ſearch and 
open his pypes, making them apt foz the reccit of winde. 
Thrs doone, leade him to the race, and when you come at 
the end thereof where you mult vncloth him, hauing the 
Utneger carried after vou, do the like there, 4 ſo bequeath 
bim and your ſelle to God, and god foztune, Che ſera ſera.

_ N generall, Acknes is an oppoſite foe to 
| Ill nature, warring againſt the agents of 

|| the body andminde, ſerking fo confound 
doll thoſe actions which vpholde and mapn⸗ 
d taine the bodies ſtrength + linelthoode : 
2 2 Mho coueleth to haue a larger definiti⸗ 
= 2 on ol ſicknes, let him reade Vegetius, 
Ruſ ius, 02 ercellent Paiſter Blundeuile, who in that hath 
biene admirably well-deſerning painfull. Foz mine owne 
part, my intent is to wzite nothing moze then mine owne 
experience, and what J baue app2wued in hozſes diſeaſes 
molt anaileable : and firſt of the Feuer oz Ague in a hozſe, 
though it be a diſeaſe ſiidome oz not at all noted by cur me⸗ 
channicall yozfe Farrio2zs, who cure many times what they 
knoip not, and kill where they might cure, knewe they the 
cauſe 2: pet J haue my ſelfe ſcene of late, (both by the des 
monſtrate opinions of others better learned, and by the ef- 
fects of the diſeaſe) ſome two hozſes which J dare auouche 
were mightily tozmented with a Fcauer ;though dyucrs 
Leeches had thereof ginen diuers opinions, one ſaying it 
was the bots by reaſon of his immoderate languiſhment : 
annother affirmed him to be bewitcht,by reaſon of his great

giue it him in a hone, then bꝛidle him, and in ſome Cloſſe 
oꝛ ccurt chafe him till his ſhaking ceaſe and hee beginne to 
ſweat: then ſet him vp and clothe him warme. And during 
the time of his ſicknes, giue him no water to dzinke, but 
befoꝛe he dꝛinke it, bople therein Mallowes, Sozrell, and 
Purlline, of each two oz thzee handkuls. As foz his foode, 
let it be ſodden Barlp, and now and then a little Rye in the 
ſheafe to cienſe and purge him, cheefely if he dzy inwardly 
and grow toſtiue. This haue Jp2oued bneffectleſſe fo this 
diſeaſe, and alſo much auaileable foz any other tnward ſick⸗ 
neſſe, pꝛoceeding epther of raw digeſtion, too extreame ry- 
ding, oz other ſurfet, Diners haue wzitten dinerfly of dy⸗ 
ners Agues, and J coulde pzeſcribe receits foz them, but 
ſithence J haue not beene experimented in the all, A meane 
to omit them, infending not to exceede mine owne know⸗ 
tedge in any thing. | 


CHAP. VI. 


Of the Head-ache. 


T E head-ache as moſt are opyniated, pꝛottedeth ot 
cold and raw digeſtion, the cure is, take a gooſe fea- 
ther anopnted with ple debay, and thꝛuſt it vp into 

the hozſcs noſtrells to make him neeſe, then take a 
wꝛeath of peaſe ſtraw oz wet hap, and putting fire thereun⸗ 
to hold it vnder the Hozſes noſe, ſo as the ſmoke may aſcend 
vp into his heade, then beeing thus perfumed, take a knife 
and p2ick him in the pallat of the month ſo as he may licke 
vp and chawe his owne blood, which done, haue great care 
in keeping his head warme, and doubt not of þis reconery. 
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CHAP. VII. 

Of the ſleeping euill. 
HE Qleeping euill in a hozſe, differeth nothing from 
that which the Phiſitions call the Lethargie in men, 
fo2 it pꝛouoketh the Yozſe to leep continually, with- 
out deſiſting, robbing his memozy and appetite cf 
thepꝛ due qualities: the knowledge therof is caſily known 
by his dzowſineſle, and the cure is in this ſozt : Let one 
ffande by him, and epther with fearefull noyſe oz ſtrypes, 
perfozce keepe him waking: then let him bloode vnder the 
eyes, and in the necke, and then take a !eafe oz two of the 
beſt Tobacco, which beeing dzyed and beaten to powder, 
with a quill blow it vp into bis noffrels, and giue hym to 
dzinke Uinegar, Salt and Puſtarde, mingled wel toge- 
ther, to which if you put a little Yoney, it ſhall not bee a- 
miſſe: and alſo when he dzinketbany water, put thereto 
epther Fenel⸗ſeedes, Anny-ſcedes, oz Pepper. 


CHAP, VIII. 
Of a Horſe that is taken. 
Yozſe which is bereft of his feeling, mooning oz 
ſtyzring, is ſayd to be taken, and in ſooth ſo hee is, in 
that he is arreſted by ſo villainous a diſeaſe, pet ſome 
Farrio2s, not well vnderſtanding the ground of the 
diſeaſe, conſter the woꝛde taken, to be ſtriken by ſome pla⸗ 
net 02 euill ſpirit, which is falſe,fo21t pꝛoceedeth of to great 
aboundante of fleame and choller, ſymbolizd together, the 
cure is thus. Let him bloode on his ſpurre vaines, and bys 
bꝛeaſt vaines,and then by folding him in aboundant num⸗ 
ber of clothes, dꝛiue him into an extreame ſweate, during 
which time of his (weating, let one chafe bis leggs wyth 
Oyle debay, then after he hath ſweat p ſpace of two hours, 
abate his clothes moderatly, and dzp him ths;owly , after 
bee is dy, annopnt him all ouer with Oyle Petrolium, and 
in twiſe oz thziſe dzeffing he will be ſound.

E Staggers is a dizie diſeaſe bzeeding frenzie in 
a hozſe, which if it bee not inſtantly helpt, is mo2- 
tall: the cure is thus. Let him bloode in the temple 
vaines: and then apply vnto his temples, cloth wet 
in the iupte of Garlicke t Aqua vitæ mixt together, it you 
cruſh Garlicke and put it in his cares it is excellent: oꝛ if 
you ſipt his fozhead, and looſning the ſkinne from the bone, 


taint it with Turpentine and Sallet ople, it will vndou⸗ 
tedly helpe him. 


CHAP. X. 
Of the Crampe, or convulſion of the 
ſinewes or muſcles, 


Convulſion oꝛ Crampe, is a fozcible dzawing foge- 

ther of the ne wes, ſometimes vninerſally oner the 

whole body, as J haue ſcene one hozſe in mp life 

time, and ſometimes but in one part oz member, as 

J baue knowne e helpt diners, Theſe Convalſions haue 
two grounds, namely, epther naturall, oz els accidentall, 
naturall, as pzoceeding of cold windie humozs,ingendzev 
in the body and diſperſed into thoſe parts, wozke there the 
effects of greeuance. Accidentall, as by wounding o2 pꝛick⸗ 
ing the ſinewes,of which immediatlp enfueth a convulſion, 
If it be naturall, and the diſeaſe generally diſperſed , then 
the cure is thus,digge a great deepe pole in ſome old dung 
hill, and there burie him all ſaue the beade, ſo as hee may 
ſweat there fo2 the ſpace of twohow2es at the leaſt, then 
take him out, and annopnt his bodie all ouer with Nar- 
uople, Turpentine, and Deares ſuet mingled together on 
the fire, and bathe his head inthe tupce ol Rue  Camomile. 
Then 
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Then gine him to dzinke alde Ale bzewd with Sinas 
mon; Ginger, Fenetreeke, and long Pepper: of each thzee 
Dunces. As fo2 his dpet, let it be warme Maſhes, ſodden 
Mheate, and Yay, thozowly carded with a papze of woll 
tards: let him be kept very warme, and ayꝛed abꝛoad once 
a day at the leaſt. It this convulſion bee but onely in one 
member, then it is ſufficient ifenery day with hard ropes 
of hay 02 ſtrawe you rub and chale that part exceedinglie, 
and apply thereto a little quantitie of the Dyle of Pepper. 
If the convulſion be acciventall, p)dceeding of ſome hurte, 
whereby the ſmewes is wounded oz pꝛickt, theri ſhall yon 
incontiuentlie take vp that fineweſo wounded, ſearching 
the wound with great diſcretion, and cut it cleane in ſun⸗ 
der, then ſhall von endenour to heale vp the ſame with ſuch 
vnguents, plaiſters, and balmes, as ſhall bee heereafter 
mentioned in the chapters of wounds and vlcers, of what 
kinde oz nature ſoeuer.

the poyſon, which is mighty and ſtrong, ſoone bzing hym 
to his death. This diſeaſe is very infectious and dangerous 
foz ſound hoꝛſes, vet if it be taken in any time it is eaſie to 
bz holpen: the cure thereoł is in this manner. Take a ſharp 
Bodkin, and thzuſt it thzough the nether part of his noſe, 
that he may blecde ; az if you Will, to let him bloode in the 
necke vaine ſhall not be amiCe : then ler le the knofs , and 
as many as are ſoft; launce them and let them run, then 
take ſtrong Lye; Lynie, © Allom, and with the ame batde 
all his ſozes, and it ſhall in ſhozt ſpate cure him. There is 
alſo another manner of curing this dileaſe, and that is thus. 
Take a Lenka launce knife, and in the top of the Bozſes 


fozbead, 
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loꝛhea de, iuſt betweene his eyes, make a long ſlptte enen 
to the ſkull: then with a blunt inſtrument foz the purpoſe, 
looſe the fleſh from the ſcalpe a pzetty compaſſe ; then take 
Carret rootes cut into little thin round peeces, and put the 
betweene the ſkinne and the [kull, as many as you can, 
then cloſe vp the wounde and once a day annoynt it with 
frclh butter. This is a moſt ſure & appzoued wap to cure 
the Farcion, foz looke howe this wonnde thus made, (hail 
rotte, wait and growe ſounde, ſo ſhall the Farcion bzeake, 
d2y vp; and be healed, becauſe all the poyſon that feedeth 
the diſeaſe, ſhall be altogether dzawne into the fozhcade, 
where it ſhall die and waſt away. The onely fault of thys 
ture is, it will be ſomewhat long, and it is a foule cye-ſoze 
vntill it be whole. Some vſe to burne this ſozance, but that 
is naught and dangerous, as who ſo pꝛooues it ſhall finde.

the matfer that lyes lob in the hollownes cannot get out, 
but reſts (fill, and fiſtulateth: when pou haue launced the 
loꝛe, if you find the concauitie deepe, then you ſhall make 
a tent of flaxe 02 cloth, and dyp it inthis ſalue following: 
Take of Deare⸗ſuit, of Max, of Tarre, and of Turpen⸗

O cure any old Ulcer, as Fyſtula, Gall, oz Botch,oz 

any newe receyued wound, theſe are the beſt ſalues 

and molt appzoued in myne experience : fake of Bo- 

ny halle a pynte, of Deare-ſuet two ounces, of Uar- 
digreaſe beaten to pouder, as much, bople all theſe exccts 
dinaly well vpon the fire, then with the ſame luke warme, 
taynt oz plaiſter any denemaus ſoze, and it will recare it. 
If pou take ot Mare, Tarpentine, Dyle' of Roſes, 02 
Yogs-greaſe, ofeach like quantity, and halle ſo much Tar 
as any one ofthe other ſimples, melte all thele together, 
and being wel incozperafed together, eyther taint os ptaffer 
any wounde, and it will heale it. Alſo , if pon take the 
greene leaues of Tobacco banfed, and put them into ang 
greene wounde , they will beale it, the aſhes of Tobacco 
burnt , if they be ſtrewed vponany loze that ts nere _ 
ning, 
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ning, it will ſkynne it perfectly, and alſo it will incarnate 
well, ik the vicer be not too deepe and daungerous. There 
be many other Salues, Plaſters, and Unguents, which J 
coulde ſet downe , but fithcnce J haue experienced theſe foz 
molk effectua!l, I omitte the ofher as ſaperfluous, 


CHAP. LX, 


Of the Quitter- bone. 
Uitter⸗bone is a rounde hord ſwelling vppon the 
cronnet of the hoofe, bettoixt the hoofe x the quar⸗ 
ter, and foz the moſt part, groweth on the inſide of 
the foote, the oꝛiginall effect thereof is the fretting 
of grauell vnderneath the ſhooe, which bzuſeth the heele, 
oz els by meanes of ſome ſtubbe, oz the pzicking of ſome 
naple, thzough the paine whereof the griſſell is looſened, 
bꝛeeding euill vmozs, which be in decde the grounde of the 
Nuitter-bone ; it is to be knowne by the hozſes halting, 
and by the apparant ſwelling to the eye of that part, which 
in thꝛee 02 foure dapes will growe vnto a head and bzcake, 
euacuating great aboundance of filthy matter at a little 
bole, the cure is thus: Take a bote pꝛon, made in faſhion 
of a knife, and with it burne out the fleſhe, in tompaſſe of a 
Poone, till you come to feele the gryſſell, then burne it out 
too: then take Uardigreaſe, freſh Butter, and Tar moul- 
ten together, and dipping fine Tow therein , ſfoppe vp the 
hole, then lap thereon a Seare-cloth of Deare⸗ſuit and 
Ware , and ſo let him reſt foz the firff dap: the next day, 
take of "Melrofeum, ople of Roſes, Ware, and Turpen⸗ 
tine, of each like quantitie, infuſe them all on the fire toge⸗ 
ther, and with that ſalue dꝛeſſe the ſoꝛe mozning and eue⸗ 
ning, fill it be whole. But if you finde any pꝛoude fleſye 
to growe, then fozact not to lap thereon ſome redde Leade, 


oꝛ Uardigreaſe: and withall, haue an eſpetiall regard, that 


the vpper parte of the wounde beale not faſter then the bot 


tome, fo2 ſeare of fiſtulating.

Vane not foz myne owne part had any great experience 
in the bꝛoken bones of a Yo2ſe, becauſe it chaunceth ſel⸗ 
dome, and when it doth chaunce, what thzough the hoz- 
ſes bzutiſh vnrulines , and the immoderate manner of 
the act, it is almoſt held incurable, vet foꝛ the little experi⸗ 
ence J haue, J haue not found fo2 this purpoſe any thing ſo 
ſoneraine- oz abſolute good, as the ople of Mandzagge, 
which applyed conglutinateth and byndeth together any 
thing, eſpecially bones being eyther ſhinered, oz bzoken, 
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
